‘XINHUA': ARGENTINA TO BEGIN DIALOGUES WITH POLITICAL PARTIES

[Text] Buenos Aires, March 6 (XINHUA)--The Argentine Government will enter 
into political dialogues with people in all strata of the country to act 

in unison on the road to the nation's institutional normalization, caeclared 
Argentine President Jorge Rafael Videla this evening. 


In a broadcast speech to the nation, President Videla said that dialogues 
would be held first of all on the nation's structure. After consensus of 
opinion is reached on the main question of the nation's future structure, 
views would be exchanged on other questions, including che basic norms of 
activities of political parties. 


President Videla said that persons to take part in dialogues with the 
government should be those who are able to fully express the views of all 
strata and various factions. Corrupt elements, subversives and those who 
have ideas incompatible with the way of life in this country, could not 
take part in the dialogues, he added, 


The president stressed that dialogues would proceed in the light of the 
spirit of "the political basis of the armed forces in the process of 
national reorganization" published by the Argentine military junta last 
December. 


In response to the president's announcement, the National Council of the 
Justicialist Party, one of the three main political parties, declared in 

a statement that it would take part in dialogues provided that Mrs, Peron, 
political prisoners and the detained unionists are released, the Labour 
law is abolished and the government's economic policy is amended, The 
national committee of the Argentine Union of Civica Radical demanded that 
dialogues would be held with leaders of various political parties and the 
act prohibiting political parties' activities should be annulled. The 
movement for integration and development stated that it would take part in 
the dialogues unconditionally.

"RENMIN RIBAO' ON INTERNATIONAL LEGAL CONVENTIONS

[Text] The so-called international practice refers to some usual practices 
and precedents created through the process of international political and 
economic cuulacts. As these usual practices and precedents have been re- 
peatedly applied over a long period of time by all countries, they are 
accepted and observed by all countries, thus having legal effects. For 
example, recognizing the new government of a country means giving nonrecog- 
nition of the former government of the country. As a result, representa- 
tives of the country's former government can no longer be regarded as 
representatives of the country and are not allowed to coexist together with 
representatives of the country's new government in the same host country 

or within the same international organization. This is an important inter- 
national practice. 


International practices that are accepted by all countries constitute the 
norms of international law which should be observed by all countries. This 
key point is not only accepted by all countries but is also affirmed by 
some important international documents. For example, the 38th article of 
the stipulations of an agreement of the International Court of Justice 
regards those international practices that are accepted by all countries 

as applicable legal provisions for making judgments. 





Most international! practices are unwritten ones. To avoid confusion in the 
application and interpretation of international practices and to prevent 
some countries from turning their unlawful international practices into laws 
under the guise of "international practices," some people tried unsuccess- 
fully in the 18th and 19th centuries to compile international practices 
into a statute book. The failure was principally due to the sharp inter- 
national contradictions and the conflict of interests of various countries. 
With the initiative and the impetus taken and given by the United Nations 
for dozens of years, international practices concerning diplomacy, consular 
acts, treaties and other aspects have been finally defined in the form of 
conventions.

AFGHAN RESISTANCE LEADER'S COMMENTS--Beijing, March 7 (XINHUA)--"Only the 
people can decide the fate of our country and the Soviets will never be able 
to impose their will despite all their power and tanks," said leader of the 
Hizbi Islami (Islamic Front) Gulbuddin Hekmatyer yesterday, according to 
reports from Rawalpindi. Speaking at a press conference in Rawalpindi yes- 
terday, Gulbuddin Hekmatyer stressed that the Soviets "are not about to 
withdraw. We have seen the Russians strengthening their bases and position 
in Afghanistan. Previously they occupied military bases and took over the 
big cities. Now they are sending forces to our battlefronts and crushing 
the Mujahadeen (Moslem fighter) wherever possible,'' he added, He pointed 
out "the issue of Afghanistan cannot be solved by the superpowers, only by 
the people of Afghanistan."’ Islamic freedom fighters reject any deal be- 
tween the superpowers over Afghanistan, he said. Referring to European 
efforts to seek the withdrawal of Soviet troops and guarantee the neutrality 
of Afghanistan, he said any settlement which might be imposed by foreign 
powers would not be acceptable. He also said that the insurgents’ main 
source of weapons and ammunition was the Soviet Union for tne Soviet mili- 
tary supplies to the Afghan authorities had been captured by the guerrillas.

HONG KONG STUDENTS OPPOSE INVASIUON--Hong Kong, March 6 (XINHUA)--A declara- 
tion adopted here this afternoon at a student rally strongly condemns the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and demands unconditional withdrawal cf 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan. The over 300 participants at the rally, 
sponsored by the Union of University and College Students of Hong Kong, 
expressed their great indignation towards the Soviet act in that country. 
A polar bear in effigy symbolizing Soviet expansionism was burned, The 
declaration points out the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan is a repetition 
of the Czechoslovak incident in 1968, except that it threatens world peace 
and sovereignty of the Third World nations more seriously. It says that 
the Soviet invasion has brought disasters to the Afghan people, violated 
Afghan sovereignty and been an unjust act going against international norm. 
This is a savage act aimed at dominating the world by the Soviet Union in 
defiance of world public opinion. The Olympic games provide a place for 
peaceful contests among sportsmen throughout the world, it notes, However, 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan runs counter to the Olympic spirit of 














justice and peace, ‘Therefore, the declaration concludes, it is not appro- 
priate to hold the summer Olympic games in Moscow, The declaration supports

SAUDI PROGRAM FOR STABILITY--United Nations, March 8 (XINHUA)--Persian Gulf 
states should arm to defend themselves, big powers should keep out of the 
area and the Palestine problem should be resolved, The U.S, "Wall Street 
Journal" said in a Jidda report on March 4 that this three-point programme 
for maintaining stability in the Middle Rast was initiated by Saudi Arabia's 
First Vice-Foreign Minister Abdul Rahman Mansouri in a recent interview with 
reporters, Mansouri warned that Soviet intentions in the Middle East should 
not be misconstrued. Substantial evidence exists to prove that the invasion 
of Afghanistan was only a step in a long-term plan aimed directly at con- 
trolling the Arabian peninsula and its oil, he pointed out. He noted: 
"First you had the “ussians coming into the Horn of Africa and into South 
Yemen. Then came Afghanisian. These aren't isolated situations. These 

are a part of a broad pincers aimed at the oil of the Middle East. We won't 
be satisfied until every last Russian soldier has removed himself from 
Afghanistan," he emphasized. The report said that the Saudis did not be- 
lieve that American bases were need in Saudi Arabia, nor had American offi- 
cials asked permission to build them, Mansouri pointed out that the gulf 
area ''shouldn't become a battleground for the big powers." Developments in 
Afghanistan and Iran, he added, should not blind America to the fact that 
key to stability in the Mideast lies in finding a solution to the Palestin-

LEBANON'S PRESIDENT WANTS UNITY--Beirut, March 5 (XINHUA)--Lebanese Presi- 
dent Ilyas Sarkis in a message to the nation tonight called on the Lebanese 
people to rally together to "ensure the fortification of unity, sovereignty 
and independence" of the country, according to the Lebanese radio and tele- 
vision. The president said in the message that the contacts and consulta- 
tion recently carried out by himself and Prime Minister Salim al-Huss to 
pave the way for national reconciliation "affirmed that the Lebanese, even 
though they might differ in methods and in some details, meet on the basic 
principles upon which the Lebanese entity is founded."' He reaffirmed that 
Lebanon "rejects the establishment of mini-states within it" and the pre- 
sent state of fragmentation and dispersion. The sovereignty of the state 
must be extended over all Lebanese territory," he stressed. On foreign 
policy, he emphasized that Lebanon was an Arab country and would strengthen 
its role in safeguarding Arab solidarity. He reiterated Lebanon would con- 
tinue to support and help the Palestinian people in establishing their state 
on their soil. He declared that Lebanon rejected the Camp David accords 
and any form of cooperation with Israel. The agreements with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization should be implemented while this should not conflict 
with Lebanon's sovereignty and United Nations Security Council resolutions 
on southern Lebanon, he noted. The president said that Lebanon has a "spe- 
cial relationship" with Syria based on mutual respect for the sovereignty, 
independence and system of each country.

NIGERIAN A1LD TO AFRICA--Lagos, March 8 (XILNHUA)-«-Nigertan Minister of Ex- 


ternal Affairs Ishaya Audu announced yesterday that Nigeria had provided 

25 million naira of aids in the last five years to various African coun- 
tries, according to a press release issued by the office of the president 
here today, Briefing newsmen, the minister also said that Nigeria had never 
been miserly in its diplomatic, financial and miterial support for the 
liberation movements in southern Africa, However, he stressed Nigeria main- 
tained the position that in the fight against racism and for the emergence 
of genuinely independent black governments in southern Atrica, the primary 
responsibility for achieving the desired goal lies in the nationalist move- 
ments there. Ishaya Audu said that Nigeria encourages any dialogues and 
peaceful negotiations which might provide any prospects for achieving the 
goal, In this spirit, he said, Nigeria endorses the on-going moves by both 


the five Western powers and SWAPO to ensure fair and free elections in 
Namibia, At a previous press conference held immediately after his recent 
tour to the frontline states, Minister Audu pledged that Nigeria would re- 
spond immediately and positively to requests for assistance in whatever 
form by the new government in Zimbabwe, He expressed Nigeria's support for 
a coalition government in that country involving the two wings of the 
Patriotic Front.

BANGLADESH FOREIGN POLICY--Dacea, March 1] (XINHUA)--Foreign Minister Shamsul 
Haq yesterday reaffirmed Bangladesn's demand for Soviet troops withdrawal 
from Afghanistan, reported BANGLADESH OBSERVER today. Speaking at the con- 
clusion of a debate on foreign policy in parliament last night, the foreign 
minister said the present situation in Afghanistan was not an isvlated issue; 
it was an indication of the deteriorating world situation, Speaking of the 
Kampuchean and Middle East questions, he said that Bangladesh categorically 
demanded withdrawal of all foreign troops from Kampuchea and the right of 
its people to decide their own fate without any foreign intervention. He 
noted that Bangladesh made her stand very clear by demanding complete with- 
drawal of Israeli troops from occupied Arab land for lasting peace in the 
Middle East. Referring to the country's foreign policy, he stressed that 
the government was pursuing an independent, balanced, pragmatic and dynamic 











foreign policy. Bangladesh foreign policy aimed at defending national inde- 
pendence and consolidating national sovereignty, He added that non-align- 
ment was the cornerstone of bangladeshi toreign policy. Bangladesh was 
conscious enough not to be involved in and entangled with growing super- 
power rivalry. He declared that he was happy to note the emergence of con- 
sciousness among ‘third World countries about the consequences of superpower 
rivalry that leads to annihilation and destruction, He said that Third

MARTIAL LAW IN EL SALVADOR--Beijing, March 7 (XINHUA)--El Salvador's civil- 
ian-military junta yesterday declared martial law and a land reform jaw in 
the country in the wake of numerous acts of political violence, according 
to reports from San Salvador, The martial law suspends constitutional 
guarantees for 30 days and imposes a "State of siege'' throughout the coun- 
try. The state of siege permits police to arrest people and search premises 
without warrants, prohibit street rallies and demonstrations and impose 
press censorship. Hours earlier, the junta announced a land reform law, 
hoping to ease the country's bloody political violence. Under the law, 
some 250,000 hectares of El Salvadoi's arable land owned by 376 Landowners 
will be turned to peasant families who have been working on them. The move, 
seen as the fifth attempt by a Salvadoran Government to redistribute land, 
is considered to be the most important in a series of reforms announced on 
February 11 by the authorities. There was no official word on how the 376 
families would be compensated for the expropriated land. It is estimated 
that 60 per cent of the nation's resources, including most of the arable 
land, is now in the hands of some 2 per cent of the nation's 4.8 million 
people.

line against comrades holding different view -- "ruthless struggle 
and merciless blows." Lin Biao and the "gg: = of tour" reached the 
peak in this aspect. They set themselves as the standard, con- 
fused the right and wrong, confounded enemic rriends, attached 


labels everywhere, wielded the big stick at everyone and created 
large numbers of unjust, false and wrong cases, making every feel 
apprehensive and seriously disrupting the inner-party and people's 
democracy. After knocking down the "gang of four," we smashed the 
"label factory" and "iron and steel plant'' created by it. The Party 
Central Committee reiterated and stressed the "three-not policy" in 
the party and among the people, i. e., not to capitalize on other 
people's shortcomings, not to use the club and not to attach labels. 
This is a completely correct policy. At present and in the future, 
we must firmly implement it. Only thus will we fully develop demo- 
cracy, encourage the free airing of views, emancipate the mind, 
create a vivid and lively political situation, greatly activate the 
socialist positivity of the broad party members and masses and make 
contributions to the four modernizations 


However, not all the comrades have a correct understanding of this 
policy. Still unaccustomed to hearing different opinions even today, 
some comrades, at every turn, attach labels on others, make them wear 
tight shoes and even openly retaliate. It is completely wrong and 
impermissible, and must be firmly corrected. It appears that we must 
continue to exert a great effort in this aspect before the problem 
can be solved. Then, there is another kind of misunderstanding. 

Some comrades feel that, since we are following the "three-not poli- 


cy, then we can ignore the various problems existing in the party 





and among the people. They turn the "three=not policy" into the 


"three=no policy,” (|. e@., no requirement, no guidance and no criti- 
clam. To implement the "three=not policy" correctly, we must clarify 
the Line between it and the "three=no poltey." 

The "three=not poitey" is a positive policy. It is not to abolish 
the ideological struggle, but to wage it correctly by seeking the 
truth from the facts. fhe various Kinds of contradictions in the 

pa. .y and among the people exist objectively. Due to the differences 
in the degree of awareness and the angle and method of looking at 


problems, the differences in opinions are a normalcy. As the class 
struggle exists, all kinds of non-proletarian ideas are inevitably 
reflected in the party and among the people. Since such contradic- 
tions exist objectively, they are unavoidable and irreconcilable, and 
can only be solved by active ideological struggles. Crude force, 
exaggerated criticism, indiscriminate labeling and clubbing will not 
solve the problem, but will only aggravate the contradictions, injure 
the comrades, damage stability and unity, and make true political and 
ideological unanimity imp ssible. Similarly, abolishing the ideolo- 
gical struggle, allowing unrestrained freedom, and permitting erron- 
eous ideas to spread unchecked and take over the ideological posi- 
tions will not work either. The only correct way is to follow the 
method of democracy, diccussion and persuasive education, i. e., the 
method of “uniting--criticizing--uniting." Only by means of debating 
the different ideas, presenting the facts and reasoning things out 
will truth become ever more clarified, bringing out the correct and 
overcoming the erroneous. To realize the four modernizations, we 
must adhere to the four fundamental principles and possess a stable 
and united political situation. In the process, struggles are un- 
avoidable. After all, should we not resist and struggle against the 
words and deeds in violation of the four fundamental principles? 
Should we not eliminate the disrupting factors endangering stability 
and unity? should we not criticize and conduct an education on 
anarchism and extreme egoism? By following the "three-not policy," 
it does not mean that we should no Longer struggle. What we oppose 
are the indiscriminate struggles without distinction of the two kinds 
of contradictions of different essences, the exaggerated criticisms 
and the simple and crude methods. Correct and positive ideological 
struggles by seeking the truth from the facts are always necessary. 


Following the "chree-not policy" is completely consistent with rein- 
forcing the party's leadership. The core of the four fundamental 
principles is reinforcing the party's leadership. Without the 
party's leadership, we will have nothing, and we will not succeed in 
the four modernizations. The "three-not policy" does not mean that 
an individual can say or do whatever he wishes, as if democracy pre- 
cludes centralism, freedom precludes discipline, and the "double 








hundred" policy precludes stability and unity. Ours is a soctalist 
democracy, a democracy under Leadership, and a democracy under cen- 
trallzed guidance. Only by reinforcing the party's leadership will 
democracy has tts correct direction. The so-called "democracy" se- 
vered from party leadership can only be anarchism or bourgeois Lli- 
beralism., Our party has alwaye felt that, on the tasues of right and 
wrong in science and art, we must maintain a prudent attitude, en 
courage free discussion and refrain from making rash conclustons and 
from arbitrarily promoting one style or one academic trend over 
others by administrative means. On this isrue, arbitrary interference 
by means of administrative orders is completely undesirable. However, 
it does not mean that the party's leadership can be weakened or con- 
sidered unnecessary. In matters of line, policy and principle, the 
party must set up the requirements, exercise guidance and make the 
necessary criticisms and render the necessary help in regard to wrong 
ideas and tendencies. Correct requirements, guidance and criticisms 
are completely different matters from "arbitrary interference." 


In short, we must uphold the "three-not policy" and firmly oppose the 
erroneous method of capitalizing on other's shortcomings and indis- 
criminate clubbing and labeling. This is immutable. Otherwise, true 
political democracy will be impossible. Without political democracy, 
it will be impossible to realize economic modernization. Meanwhile, 
we oppose the "three-no policy." We absolutely must not abandon the 
party's leadership or abolish positive ideological struggles. Other- 
wise, we wili not have a firm and correct socialist direction, a 
stable and united political situation or a true socialist democracy, 
and it will be impossible to realize the four modernizations.

‘CHENG MING' LOOKS AT PLFTH PLENUM, LEADERSHIP CHANGES

[Text) The Beijing airport was particularly busy and lively toward the end 
of February. High-ranking officials had arrived. Of course, the members 
of the CCP Politburo and Central Committee did not congregate at the 
airport. These officials had come to meet at the site of the fifth plenum 
of the CCP Central Committee. People from Hong Kong could have seen 
several familiar faces at the Beijing airport on 22 February: For instance, 
Xi Zhongxun, who moved with sure and steady steps and was once regarded as 
a member of "Liu Shaoqi's bourgeois headquarters," and Yang Shangkun, who 
was hale and hearty and had attended the Zunyi conference.... 


The fifth plenum of the CCP Central Committee attracted worldwide attention. 
Foreign reporters in Beijing had very early gone everywhere to ask about 
the issue of the plenum. If we say that the decade of the 1980's will be 
significant and decisive for Communist China's four modernizations, then we 
can probably say that the fifth plenum of the CCP Central Committee and the 
12th party congress will be significant meetings for formulating plans and 
mobilizing forces for the struggle in the decade. 


Background to the Fifth Plenum of the CCP Central Committee 


The fifth plenum of the CCP Central Committee was convened against the follow- 
ing background: 


Hegemonism has dangerously expanded abroad. At the beginning of the 1980's, 
the events in Afghanistan took place. The ghosts of war are hovering around 
the Persian Gulf and the northern border region of Pakistan. The problems 
of Iran, Vietnam and the Middle East appear quite serious. Because of 
these factors, Communist China has faced the problem of how to oppose 
hegemonism in order to delay the possible outbreak of war and how to insure 
that the four modernizations will be carried out in a peaceful environment. 


Domestically, Communist China has scored many political, economic and diplo- 
matic achievements after 3 years and 2 months of endeavor. The political 
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situation has been relatively stable, the national economy has experienced 
some improvement and foreign relations have developed, Thus a preliminary 
foundation for marching toward the tour modernizations and the 1980's has 
been tairly firmly laid. However, there are still many problems which 
Communiat China must quickly solve, 


A Change in the Political Line 


On 16 January, Deng Xiaoping addressed a 10,000-person rally. In his 
"Report concerning the current situation and tasks" delivered to the rally, 
he talked about the three major tasks which Communist China must embark on 
in the 1980's. After discussing these tasks, Deng Xiaoping put forward 

four prerequisites for realizing the four modernizations. ‘The first pre- 
requisite was: "It is necessary to have an unswerving and consistent 
political line. To Communist China the political line is like a lifeline. 
The reason that Communist China had not scored any particularly outstanding 
achievements in construction in the past 10 years and suffered a number of 
twists and turns was that it had only a political line of class struggle and 
not any unswerving and consistent political line. The eighth party congress 
in 1956 formulated a correct political line, but it was very quickly 
abandoned. After the collapse of the "gang of four," the llth party congress 
again formulated a political line: 


"Uphold the party's basic line, uphold the continued revoiution under the 
dictatorship of the proletariat, mobilize all positive factors inside and 
outside the party both at home and abroad, unite all forces which may be 
united, struggle to realize the strategic policy decision of grasping the 
key link and bringing about great order throughout the country and build 
our country into a great powerful modern socialist country within this 
century.” 


The focal point of the line was correct. However, there were parts which 
were not quite satisfactory. For instance, the call to "uphold the party's 
basic line and the continued revolution under the dictatorship of the 
proletariat" was wrong. That is to say, Communist China needed to formulate 
another correct line. Ye Jianying put forward a political line in his 
national day speech last year: 


"Unite the people of all nationalities throughout the country, mobilize all 
positive factors, work with one heart and one mind and go all out to build 

a powerful modern socialist country with greater, faster, better and more 
economical results." The statement removed the shadow of emphasis on class 
struggle and suited relatively well the current practical situation. However, 
Ye Jianying did not explicitly explain that this constituted a new political 
line formulated by the CCP Central Committee. He only said that these were 
"our tasks." According to inside information "this is our political line” 
was to have followed the statement. This was later deleted in accordance 
with Deng Xiaoping's view. If those words were not deleted, people might 
have asked: Since there was a political line at the llth party congress 

and now there is another political line at the 4th plenum of the CCP Central 
Committee (expressed in Marshal Ye's speech how could the CCP Central 
Committee change the political line of the national congress? This would 
arouse numerous discussions. 
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Personne! Changes and the Political Situation 


On New Year's Day, Deng Xiaoping spoke at a national CPPCC Committee meet- 
ing. For the tirst time he ftormally put forward the statement as a 
political Line, At the 10,000-man rally on 16 January, Deng Xiaoping once 
again mentioned the political line. It was believed that the statement 

of the line would be ot fictlally adopted at the fifth plenum of the CCP 


Central Committee. 


When covering the tifth plenum of the CCP Central Committee, foreign re- 
porters concentratea all their attention on personnel movements. Before 

L lett Hong Kong for Beijing, an official of a foreign consulate asked me: 
Did the personne! transfers in some military regions in China imply intensi- 
fied preparations against war? Recently, there were transfers among the 
numbers one and two men in some provinces and also significant changes 

among the personnel in diiferent military regions. Many people in Hong Kong 
and abroad asked: Did those personnel changes imply instability in the 
political situation? I think personnel changes are certainly something 
worth noticing. Nevertheless, the current transfers were not sudden measures. 
Around September last year when Communist China launched the movement to 
make up the missed lesson in the discussion on the criterion of truth, it 
was decided that the organizational line would be used to insure the imple- 
mentation of the ideological and political lines. In his "National Day 
speech," Ye Jianying put forward three criteria for selecting successors. 
The first criterion was "resolutely support the party's political and 
ideological lines." (The second criterion was work selflessly, strictly 
follow law and discipline, uphold party spirit and eradicate factionalism; 
the third criterion was have strong revolutionary dedication and sense of 
political responsibility as well as competent work abilities.) Hence, we 
must first look at the changes among the leadership groups and leading 
cadres at all levels from the angle of the political line. 


Personnel Changes Due to Three Needs 


During this period, some 20 provinces, municipalities and regions established 
people's governments. There were changes in my people a number of namelists. 
[as printed) This was the result of the rectification of organizations and 
the selection and promotion of successors to leadership positions in 
accordance with the three criteria. 


Recently, the CCP Central Committee has once again made some significant 
personnel transfers. iiie reasons for the transfers were complicated. 
However, they were all due to three needs: 





1. Eradicate the remnant forces of the “gang of four." 


The most outstanding move here was the dismissal of Chen Xilian from his post 
of commander of the Beijing Military Region. Chen Xilian worked hand in 
glove with the "gang of four” and Mao Yuanxin and did some bad things. At 

an early stage he was condemned by CCP members and the masses. This time it 
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was the Central Military Commission which issued an ificial decree of dis- 


missal and removed him trom ottice, At the same ime, the Central Military 
Commission dismissed Lanzhou PLA units deputy political commissar Bu Zhanya 
(who was transferred there tro: is former position in the Wuhan PLA units), 
Jinan PLA units deputy political commissar Ren Sizhong and Guangzhou PLA 
units deputy commander Wu Zhong along with the relatively well-known 


Chen Xilian, Wu Zhong also had a fairly prominent “reputation.” He was 
originally deputy commander of the beijing PLA units and the executioner 
who suppressed the revolutionary masses during the [Tiananmen Incident. 
After the smashing of the "gang of four," he spoke at a meeting in Betjing 
and kept on defending the suppression, He said that no one died during 

the Tiananmen incident and this aroused people's great indignation. As a 
result he was transferred out of Beijing. This time he finally fell out of 
power, 





2. Select and promote to leadership positions successors who meet the 
three criteria. 


Many of the high-ranking cadres in Communist China are very old. Some still 
have lofty aspirations, but their physical strength has deteriorated. Others 
have become disheartened in their old age and are merely occupying positions 
and doing nothing. It is, therefore, very important that the problem of 
successors be solved. At present, many "strongmen" have been transferred 

to fill various posts in the central authorities and al! military regions. 
The most outstanding "strongmen" among them included Zhao Ziyang, Wan Li 

and Peng Cheng, who were transferred to the central authorities from 
Sichuan, Anhui and Shanghai respectively, and also Xu Shiyou, who was trans- 
ferred to the central authorities from the Guangzhou |LA units. These 
"strongmen” are politically strong and meet the three criteria. They have 
fully supported the line, principles and policies of the third plenum of 

the CCP Central Committee and they have scored outstanding achievements in 
their work. Zhao Ziyang, Wan Li and Peng Chong did their utmost to imple- 
ment the correct line, principles and policies in Sichuan, Anhui and 
Shanghai respectively. They have, in fact, scored splendid achievements 

in their official careers. Xu Shiyou is also a man of outstanding talent 
among the military generals in Communist China. 


3. Strengthen the leadership groups at high levels in the central authori- 
ties and in all military regions. 


At present, there are quite a few people who meet the three criteria among 
the high levels in the CCP Central Committee and in all military regions. 
However, at the highest level in the CCP Central Committee, there was a 
Wang Dongxing of the whatever faction. There are also some people in the 
Politburo who do not meet the three criteria, really wholeheartedly support 
the line, principles and policies of the third plenum of the CCP Central 
Committee, and have rigid or semirigid thinking and cannot catch up with 
the situation. For instance, there were some among the leaders in the 

CCP Central Committee who objected to readjusting and restructuring the 
economic system (which Deng Xiaoping held must be carried out in a natural 
and unhurried way). They also opposed the open discussions on the law of 





Value and the aim of production, They opposed the things put forward by 
Chen Yun, These were manifestations of rigid thinking. Some of these 
people must be removed, while others must be retained (of course, their 
thinking must be improved). To achieve this, it is necessary to vigorously 
select and promote new people to leadership positione and strengthen the 


leadership group of the central authorities while at the same time rectifying 
the organizations. Zhao Ziyang, Wan Li and Peng Chong will certainly become 
Deng Xiaoping's right-hand men. Foreign reporters have asked all over 
Beijing about the promotion of Xu Shiyou, but they still have no information. 
[It was said that Xu Shiyou's present position is standing committee member 

of the Central Military Commission, and that he was probably promoted to 


vice chairman of the Central Military Commission. 


"Strongman Politics'’ Has Become a Foregone Conclusion 

In its efforts to eradicate the remnant forces of the "gang of four," remove 
the major characters of the whatever faction and readjust some of the people 
in the Politburo, the CCP Central Committee has certainly won the masses' 
great support. What is more important is that these efforts will certainly 
greatly strengthen the position of the practice group. If we are not going 
to call them the practice group, let us call them "strongmen" who have 
resolutely implemented the correct line, principles and policies of the 
third pienum of the CCP Central Committee. 


The second prerequisite for developing the four modernizations put forward 

by Deng Xiaoping was that it is necessary to have a political situation of 
stability and unity. We can be sure that with the readjustments in the 
leadership groups of the high levels of the CCP Central Committee and of all 
military regions, provinces and regions, the leadership of the CCP has been 
strengthened, the possibility for improving leadership has increased, factors 
of stability and unity have multiplied and China's situation has become even 
more impressive. These were the great achievements of the fifth plenum of 
the CCP Central Committee. 


Factors of Instability Have Not Been Completely Eliminated 


However, it is still no simple matter to fully realize a political situation 
of stability and unity. 


Apart from a very small number of evil people, over 99 percent of the Chinese 
people desire a genuine situation of stability and unity and an early reali- 
zation of the four modernizations. However, judging from the present 
situation, the obstacles to upholding stability and unity and speeding up 

the four modernizations have not been completely eliminated. We cannot say 
that factors of instability have been completely eliminated. In his 

16 January report, Deng Xiaoping also said: Since some evil forces still 
exist, the possibility of political chaos cannot be totally excluded. 


What are the most dangerous factors of instability at the moment? Young 
and old have different opinions over the issue. According to the views 

of many young people, the major factors which currently affect the four 
modernizations and are detrimental to stability and unity are the mentality 
of seeking privileges, the existence of a privileged stratum and also 
bureaucratism among the leading cadres. 
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According to the views of many old people, the current major factors of 


instability are the tendencies of being skeptical over the socialist road 
and the leadership ot the communist party, of anarchism, o!f extreme 
individualism and also of a pursuit of capitalist liberalization, 
[HKO60447] Diltering Views of the lwo Generations 

Many younger people have felt very uneasy and apprehensive. They have felt 


that the views held by old people were directed against them. On the other 
hand, some old people are afraid that the young people might use "opposing 
privileges" as an excuse and oppose those veteran cadres who have lately 
returned to their work. 


These ideological trends, particularly the kind of thinking of the young 
people, have already been manifested in literary works. During my trip 

to China, I read a machine-printed literary journal entitled ZHEYIDAI [THIS 
GENERATION] edited by young people. 


It was a quarterly literary journal written by university students. It was 
jointly established and edited by rotation by the students of the faculties 
of Chinese and journalism of 13 universities including Zhongshan University, 
the Chinese People's University, Beijing University, Beijing Normal 
University, Wuhan University, Nankai University and Nanjing University. 

fhe first issue published in November 1979 was edited hy the students of the 
faculty of Chinese of Wuhan University. in the first issue, they wrote an 
article "Preface to the First Issue" in the name of "All delegates of 

13 Colleges to the Consultative Meeting on the Establishment of ZHEYIDAI," 
[t was, in fact, a "declaration" of many young people. It noted: 


The Indignant 'ZHEYIDAL' 


"People of this generation have been described as wounded, bewildered, impeded, 
meditative and militant. There have been a number of varied opinions. How- 
ever, history--our stern history--has found a brilliant date to remember 

the people of this generation. Indeed, it is hard to imagine what it would 

be like without ‘5 April.' When our posterity talk about this generation, 

they will say: ‘They have handed in a blank paper!' A blank paper which 

bears only disgrace will cover up the firm and persevering faces of this 
generation.... 


"The people of this generation have their own way of life: they saw the 
five-star red flags the moment they opened their eyes and they have been 
breathing the air of new China since they were infants. However, truth 
itself can never substitute for the exploration of truth. Truth has still 
continued to push forward (along with a thousand fallacies and illusions). 
Hence, we found the banners of long march teams, seas of books or quota- 
tions, tweeters and also spears and rattan helmets. Everywhere we found 
unbending figures amid wind and rain for footprints in water and mud from 
Yunnan to Heilongjiang and from Hainan to Xinjiang. 
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"The people of this generation have their own thoughts and feelings: They 
have thelr hopes, pursuits, lost hopes, confusion, disappointment and even 
despair, pain and joy as well as love and hatred. Their pulses and that 
of the people are interlinked and their breath is the same as that of the 
motherland! There were storms, thunder and lightning, rays of morning 
sunlight, tine weather with shiny clouds, tidal waves in roaring seas and 
a pathetic and touching ftlow of limpid spring water.... 


"Hence the people of this generation have their own sacred mission: They 
ure suecessors to the cause for which large numbers of people with lofty 
ideas have struggled unremittingly for hundreds and thousands of years, 
witnesses of the unprecedented social upheavals and vast new armies marching 
toward a magnificent future in the 21st century." 


After reading the journal ZHEYIDAI, people felt that the works were much 
"bolder" than the "wounded literature" and "exposure literature" in recent 
years. I1t embodied a strong feeling of "indignation." No wonder they 

named their series of poems "Poets Grew Out of Indignation."' A poem entitled 
"Bridge" aroused many controversies in the society. As a preface to the poem 
the author wrote: ‘Travels to the North Sea: Did you see that? It was 

that bridge which separated the South Sea from the North Sea..." 


Leadership of the CCP Central Committee Have Taken Notice of 'ZHEVIDAI,' 
"The Swindler" and "The Archives" 


Some people felt that the poem and the journal demonstrated that mentality 
of seeking privileges and the work style in China today are truly against 
the will of the people and prevent people throughout the country from 
working with one heart and one mind in developing the four modernizations. 
However, at the same time they held that the thoughts and feelings of those 
young people have also really "gone too far" and that their "indignation" 
was really frightful. If they were allowed to further develop, they would 
probably harm stability and unity and become factors of instability. 


The contents of ZHEYIDAI shocked the leadership of the CCP Central Committee; 
this journal, the drama "If I Were Real" (also called "The Swindler") and 

the film script "In Social Archives" have become representative of a certain 
current ideological trend. It was said that a large-scale meeting was being 
held to discuss "If I Were Real" and "In Social Archives" and to unify 
understanding. As for ZHEYIDAI, it was said that while the journal was 
being printed, concerned circles conducted persuasion and education, trying 
to convince them not to publish. However, the young people insisted on 
publishing the journal. 


[HKO60651] A Large Blank Left by Censor and a Publication Ban 


However, there was a large blank left by a censor in the copy of ZHEYIDAI I 
read. Pages 65 to 80 were missing. Page 97 and the remaining pages were 
also removed. At the last minute they printed a mimeographed "letter to 
our readers" in the inside front cover: "Due to reasons which everyone 
might correctly guess and understand, the printing units suddenly stopped 
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their services. Thus this student literary publication could only be pub- 
lished in fragments. We are very ashamed, How could we be fair to the 
readers all over the country who have paid their subscriptions, to those 
concerned leaders and elders in the literary circles who have shown their 
warm concern and extended their encouragement to us and also to those 
authors and translators whose works were not published? Yet, we feel no 
qualms because we have sweated and worked hard. Let us put it this way: 
we have dedicated our own hearts! Amid the current conditions, we probably 
cannot strive for any even better results. We are mentally and physically 
exhausted by what we did in the past 5 months, yet we have become a bit 
more mature, All our readers will probably become a bit more mature when 
they receive this journal! Yes, the fact that the first issue of ZHEYIDAT 
was maimed does not mean that this generation is disabled!" 


It was said that the leadership of the CCP Central Committee banned ZHEYIDAI 
from continued publication. 


Deng Xiaoping Talked About Underground Publications 


Deng Xiaoping was very sensitive about the ideological trend of some young 
people. In his report on the current situation and tasks, he mentioned the 
factors which are detrimental to stability and unity. He first pointed out 
that "it is necessary to take serious notice of some ideological trends in 
society, particularly the ideological trend among some young people." 

Deng Xiaoping also denounced some people within the party who had links with 
the underground journals. He noted in his report: "Some underground journals 
were very nicely printed. Where did they get the paper? Which printing 
presses provided the printing services? They could not have their own 
printing presses? Were there no communist party members in those presses 
which printed the journals? Some people who supportea these activities are 
in fact communist party members; they are not junior cadres. We must make 
it clear to those party members that their stand is very wrong and very 
dangerous. If they do not thoroughly correct it immediately, they will 
suffer the party's disciplinary measures. 


People's Views and Wishes 


I contacted some people in Beijing who were particularly concerned about the 
current political situation. When | asked them ahout their views regarding 
the divergent opinions setween the older and the younger generations, they 
all said that both the old and young generations should attach importance 

to the future of the state and calmly solve the problems of living together. 
So long as the other party is not evil, neither party should employ the 
extreme measures of rectifying people in order to subdue others. I think 
this is true [that] the personal privileges of cadres must be eliminated. 
This is a requirement for stability, unity and the four modernizations. 
However, if we are going to drag down all the leading cadres today, then 
who will be leading China's four modernizations? Being a veteran cadres is 
not synonymous with enjoying personal privileges. On the other hand, most 
young people are patriotic people. They are the backbones of society. The 
future belongs to them and the present depends on them. We must not 
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unscrupulously rectify and attack young people in an indiscriminate way. Of 
course, we should impose legal sanctions on a very small number of people 
who sabotage law and discipline and disrupt public order. However, we must 
cherish, respect and trust the broad masses of young people and at the same 
time strengthen their education and training. This is the only correct way 
to handle the issue. In a word, all people must treasure and uphold the 
situation of stability and unity. They must trust each other and eliminate 
any estrangement between them. People throughout the courtry must work with 
one heart aud one mind and exert concerted efforts to develop the four 
modernizations. 


We hope that after the fifth plenum of the CCP Central Committee, there will 


be even greater stability and unity in the country and a further improvement 
in the overall situation.

"CHUNG PAO' CARRIES HU YAOBANG JULY 1979 SPEECH

[Text] Editor's Note: Hu Yaobang, who will play an important and active 
role on the political stage in China, was elected general secretary of the 
CCP Central Committee at the recent fifth plenum. His position is equal 

to that of Deng Xiaoping before the great cultural ruin. On 6 July last 
year, in his capacity of member of the Politburo, secretary general of the 
Central Committee and director of the central propaganda department, he 
summoned a number of leading cadres of provinces, municipalities and 
autonomous regions who were attending the second session of the Fifth NPC, 
and spoke on western parliamentary democracy, the local elections planned 
for China, the legal system, and diligently ameliorating distress among the 
people and so on. The talk reflects future political trends on the mainland. 
With the help of friends in Beijing, this paper obtained the written notes 
taken by a propaganda cadre. We will start publishing these today, in four 
parts [end editor's note). 


In Western countries which practiced the system of representative government, 
the parliament has to exercise supervisory as well as legislative powers. 

The U.S. Congress can impeach a president by following legal procedures. 
Governments can aiso be changed by questions raised by members of parliament 
and by votes of no confidence. British Prime Minister Heath fell in this way. 
Parliaments have not only become lezislative organs which can control the 
administrative departments; still more, they can interfere in all the govern- 
ment's domestic and foreign activities, and sometimes even concern themselves 
with the private life of leading political figures. Members of parliament 
are nominally directly elected, but do they, in fact, represent and speak 

for the people? Not necessarily. There are several hundred members of 

the U.S. Congress and Senate, but I think that that very few of them truly 
serve the people. Most of them are capitalists or bourgeois lawyers, such 

as lawyers, professors, academic doctors or professional politicians. 

Edward Kennedy is a professional politician. Of course they have a certain 
influence and conditions when elected. For instance, Kissinger became 
secretary of state, and Carter and Nixon were elected president. There was 
nothing fortuitous about this. They wanted to take over these posts and 

they did take them. It is not possible for anyone standing alone to be 
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elected to congress, he must belong to a certain power clique. Thus there 
form all alliances and rivalries between factions in the congress. If you 
represent one force you will speak on its behalf. For instance, at present 
Carter cannot get his energy bill passed into law because it has been 


blocked in the congress, because the congressmen who represent the petroleum 
corporation do not want to see the Interests of those corporations harmed. 
We hold that practicing representative government, by democratically or 


directly electing members of parliament according to population proportions 

or regional divisions, and forming a parliament from the members elected, 
certainly cannot be said to be bad, but the key lies in the fact that elections 
have many defects; for instance Hong Kong has recently elected council 

members; of course, since the political environment is special, the elections 
there cannot be the same as those organized under tie electoral laws of the 
United States, because Hong Kong is not a state. However, the various restric- 
tions which appear when Hong Kong elects council member; show that over 

90 percent of the masses in Hong Kong have no voting rights. No matter what 
their subjective ideas are, can the council members produced in this way, 
considering their political and economic status, truly seek the people's 
interests? Even though members of parliament and even the leaders of many 
countries come from poor families, for instance Carter is a peanut farmer 

who was elected president, which of the people's interests has Carter 

sought? Only his younger brother has taken advantage of Carter's election 

to the presidency to make money; no matter how you put it, so long as the 
ownership of the means of production is not held by the state of the whole 
people but instead is in the hands of a few people, democratic rights are 

all a sham, and only a few people reap any advantage.

[Text] Since parliamentary government countries such as the United States, 
Britain and Japan cannot be called democratic, what can be called democratic, 
and what electoral system can insure that more than just a few people benefit? 
This is the sharpest question put forward by this second session of the 
"Fifth NPC." Since this is 2n "NPC" session and not a party congress, it 

is not very good for the party Central Committee to assign one or two comrades 
to make reports on this question at the session in the name of the Central 
Committee. At the same time there is no need for this session to make an 
explanation on this question, because this is a question of standpoint, not 
just of differing viewpoints. If you take the stand of the bourgeoisie of 
the West, you will say that there is absolutely no democracy and freedom in 
China. Certain anarchists are unhappy with any government, unless it is 
their own. I have always supported anyone in exercising his democratic 
rights under the socialist system and I hope that everyone will enjoy the 
greatest freedom under the protection of the constitution. Despite the 

fact that many comrades have criticized me, either by name or not, at the 
central work conference and at this "NPC" session for violating the "four 
basic principles" and engaging in so-called democratization behind the back 
of the Central Committee, I insist that I considered the overall situation 

in acting in that way. Even though the majority of people opposed it, I 

still want to reserve my viewpoint. However, some people are making a great 
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mistake if they hold that because of this | am praising the type of state 
system in the United States, Britain and Japan, that | am vigorously advo- 
cating the replacement of party leadership over the state by the system 
of representative goverament, and that | want capitalism, not soctalism. 


Since the second sesgion of the "Fifth NPC" and the second session of the 
"Fifth CPPCC" have put forward the question of democracy and election in 
their discussions, the question will also inevitably be raised in the 
localities, With many people coming up with diverse views, it is not 
necessarily the case that all the delegates will speak in the same way. 

The many different views of many people cannot all be simply categorized 

as good or bad. As leaders of the party, government and army in the 
provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions, what will you do when 

you encounter this situation? If you avoid discussing the question, some 
people will not let you go. Will you explain then? I have already said 
that it is not easy to explain these things. You can either explain things 
to a number of people or just to a few. I have said that there is a dif- 
ference in standpoint, not just in viewpoint. Administrative orders cannot 
be issued in matters of this nature. I also advise the comrades not to grab 
and struggle against them or lock them up. I am afraid that most people 
who raise this kind of question are not bothered about going to jail. 

Wei Jingsheng was arrested more than 3 months ago, but he has not yet written 
a self-examination and wants to go on hunger strike in protest. You should 
not think that he is afraid of death. In fact he wants to die soon. When 
he dies he will become a martyr among the masses and in the eyes of the 
people. Martyrs are not necessarily buried at Babaoshan There have been 
too many people of this kind in history. You must beware if problems of 
this type also appear in the localities. You must be able to step forward 
and explain things, and give a clear explanation of tho fraudulent and sham 
nature of so-called democratic elections in capitaiist countries. You will 
then be able to give a clear explanation of the sham nature of this kind of 
democratic election.

[Text] We must acknowledge that there were many loopholes in our previous 
elections. In many places they were monopolistic elections without any 
democracy to speak of. Nothing is more obvious than that the leadership 
gave the voters no opportunity for discussion, lists of candidates were 
perfunctorily read out at meetings and even the rost elementary election 
methods were avoided. All that was required was approbatory applause and 
the thing was done. If you closed your eyes and just listened to the 
applause without seeing how many people were applauding, I am afraid that 
100 percent approval would be registered even if only 25 percent of the 
assembly were applauding. This way of electing people made no provision 
for preelection soliciting of views from all quarters and consultation 

in producing a list of candidates; people were just elected by applause. 
This not only violated the will of the masses and took away the people's 
right to elect and be elected; it was also not at all serious or prudent. 
It was the patriarchal system of "what father says goes," and the people 








were treated like fools, lar trom beiny representative, the delegates elected 
in this way were prone to arouse the masses' resentment. Since their elec- 
tion was easy, the delegates did not understand how to cherish the honor, 
Generally speaking, these representatives, who lacked a mass foundation, 

rose swiftly and tell swiftly. One day they owned the world and the next 


day they were utterly ruined, The worst thing was that these nominal 
delegates, who actually lacked the slightest representative nature, not only 
possessed no ideas of their own and boldness in self-sacrifice, they were 
also small people who curried favor with the powerful; they were horse-ass 


delegates, not people's delegates, patting the leaders on the ass. We must 
acknowledge that many of our past methods were wrong, but we must also 
explain that it is not the soctalist system which is no good; the system 
itself is good, but its executors are not good, carrying out social-fascist 
democracy instead of socialist democracy. We must acknowledge our errors, 
but we must clearly distinguish between right and wrong. The great majority 
of people wil! then be able to draw the distinction. In this way everyone 
will naturally comply in mind and in words, the organizational structure 
will be on a sound basis, the spirit of the legal system will penetrate into 
people's minds, the policies will be implemented down to the basic levels, 
the leadership at all levels will strictly follow the law in their actions, 
we will be able to bring democracy into play and stress the legal system 
inside and outside the party, there will be fewer horse-ass delegates, and 
the delegates elected by the people will be able to represent the people's 
will. 





| now want to explain the resolve of our party and government to "turn chaos 
to order.” We must not only correct the errors and deviations of the past; 
we are also resolved to truly bring the socialist legal system and socialist 
democracy to the people of the whole country. In the future we must strive 
to improve the masses’ living conditions not only from the economic aspect; 
we must also provide political guarantees for the people to gain democracy, 
freedom and citizens' rights under the legal system. The people's delegates 
and administrative departments at and below the county level must be produced 
through direct elections. When these are elected, the party organizations 
must not monopolize everything; they must not hamper, sabotage or resort to 
despicable means to interfere with the rights of those candidates freely 
elected by the masses themselves; they must not make use of their powers 

to issue compulsory orders or exert political pressure, and they must not 
lure with promise of gain, resort to threats and so on to interfere with 

the people's exercise of their own rights. The masses have the right to 
submit reports to the higher authorities concerning improper and illegal 
elections; such cases must be dealt with severely when the facts have been 
verified through investigation. For the county-level units to start direct 
elections is aimed at putting into effect socialist democracy and implement- 
ing the constitutional right of every citizen to elect and be elected. We 
must insure that the law is carried out, that it is strictly enforced, and 
that lawbreakers are prosecuted. I now want to quote in a reverse sense 
that sentence of Lin Biao, "carry it out if we understand it, and carry it 
out even if we do not understand it, understanding it in the course of 
carrying it out." But I want to add a sentence: Those who do not under- 
stand it and do not carry it out must be relieved of their posts, and those 
who do not want to understand it and carry it out in a reckless fashion must 
be prosecuted. Those who understand it and oppose its execution must be 
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dealt with. So long as we explain these points clearly, the problema | 
mentioned above will no longer be problems, Comrades, you should not under 
stand this to mean that we are dismantling the power of our own communtiat 
party. On the contrary this is the only way to save ourselves and revive 
the heart of the party, the army and the people and the cadres.

However, what should we do after returning to our own unite? We should 


deliver reports conveying the spirit of the session, hold meetings to dis- 
cuss it, and also implement the spirit. We must carry out publicity with 
great fanfare, and conduct mobilization at all levels. Ie that not so? 
If we do this, then there will be no difference between this second session 
of the "Fifth NPC" and the people's congresses of the past. The cadres 
will grow weary of conveying the spirit and the masses will get tired of 
listening to it. This is worse than not conveying the spirit at all. 

Those who can should read the papers. Those who can should listen to the 
radio. Those who cannot read or listen can go to sleep. We should not 
tollow the old road in new shoes. Nobody wants to listen to that stuff; 

the words on stage are sonorous and lively, but action off stage is tardy 
and hesitant. I certainly do not mean by this that we should not convey 

the spirit or implement it at all. Watching a "people's congress" is like 
watching a play. When the play is finished, everyone departs like watching 
those sample operas, when the operas, when the opera ended our mind was 

a complete blank; there was just no impression at all. What should we do? 

| put forward a view, and you cut and polish it; if you find the opinion 
good you carry it out. If you do not find it good you can put forward your 
own views and act in the way that seems best. In my view, after you return 
to your units you need not be in a great rush to hold meetings or issue 
reports. You should first listen to the views of all sides on this session, 
get a clear idea of the degree of the demands and spiritual understanding 
on this session, and carry out social investigations. Otherwise you can 
survey public optiion. Do it any way you like. Having gained a basic 
understanding, you can then have some idea of what to do and what not to do, 
what to do first and what later. You can then see the past, the present 

and the future. Basing yourselves on the spirit of the session you can 
discover problems in connection with the actual conditions in your unit or 
area, immediately find out the causes and be resolved to formulate plans in 
the light of local conditions and conforming to the demands of the era, 
carry out work in a methodical way and fulfill our tasks.

They 
failed to reflect their actual local conditions at the congress, and 
afterwards they only conveyed the spirit without listening to the masses' 
views. They cannot size up the people's feelings with an open mind in this 
way.

3,000 delegates will be able to play their role and become a stimulating 
force for the "four modernizations." Achieving this depends entirely on 
whether the delegates can manage it themselves. Let the masses feel that

HISTORY OF BUILDING UP OF LEGAL SYSTEM REVIEWED

[Tex ] A total of 30 years has been spent on the building of our country's 
socialist legal system. During these 30 years, the path our legal system 
has followed is a tortuous one. Every time the ideological line and 
political line of our party were correctly and thoroughly carried out, our 
country's legal system would thrive in forward development; but when the 
party's correct lines were subject to interference and sabotage, abnormal 
phenomena would conspicuously appear in the work on our country's legal 
system.

Our country's socialist legal system has passed through the following 
states: the legal system's period of creation (1949-1953); the legal 
system's period of development (1954-1956); the legal system's period of 
stagnation when its building work was subject to interference (1957-1965); 
the legal system's period of large-scale sabotage (1966-1976); and the legal 
system's period of restoration and further development (1977-). 


Along with the founding of New China, a socialist legal system which 
reflected the will of the broad ranks of the people led by the working 
class and based on the worker-peasant alliance was established in our 
country. This represented a profound revolution in the history of the 
development of our legal system. 


Beginning in the early period of the New Democratic Revolution, from the 
time political power was being established under the leadership of Comrade 
Mao Zedong in 1927 at the base, the building of a legal system for the base 
also got started. In each of the several periods of the revolution, this 
revolutionary legal system invariably played a positive role. After the 








liberation of the whole country, the entire reactionary legal system of the 
Kuomintang (Guomindany) was nullified, the building of a socialist Legal 
system got started, and a "Common Program of the Chinese People's Political 
Consultative Conference” with the function of a temporary constitution was 
formulated, Thereafter, other important laws and edicts such as Marriage 
Law, Lond Retorm Law, Trade Union Law, Regulations for the Punishment of 
Lounter=revolutionaries, Regulations for the Punishment of Corruptive 
Vractices, ete., were also formulated and issued one after another, and they 
played an important role in the establishment and maintenance of revolutionary 
order, in the protection of the people's interests, in the release of produc- 
tive forces, and in the safeguarding and promotion of the recovery and 
development of the national economy. 


in 1952, a judicial reform movement was put into effect in the nationwide 
arena, which sought to rectify and purify the people's judicial organs at 
the various levels politically, organizationally and ideologically, and 
thereby reinforce the party's leadership over judicial work. This was a 
successful movement in the building of our country's legal system. 


From the founding of our state till the recovery of our national economy, 
it was the period in which our country's socialist legal system was 
created and its foundation laid. New China's legal system was established 
step by step by following the dialectical-materialistic line, inheriting 
aud developing the fine traditions of the people's democratic legal system 
first in operation at the revolutionary base, and taking into consideration 
and absorbing the beneficial experiences in Chinese history and also of 
foreign countries, and thereby seeking truth from facts and summing up the 
experiences of practice on the part of the masses of the people. It was a 
product of the unity of Mao Zedong Thought and our country's concrete 
reality. 


After recovery of the national economy was achieved in the course of 3 years, 
our country entered the period of planned economic construction. On the 
basis of the party's general line for the transitional period, the state 
formulated the first constitution of the socialist type in 1954. This 
constitution was a development of the Common Program. It affirmed the 
fruits of the victory of the revolution, and also crearly prescribed the 
methods and steps for the realization of socialist transformation; it was 

a good constitution which guided the people of our country to follow the 
socialist path and protected the people's democratic rights. 


The formulation and promulgation of "The 1954 Constitution" indicated that 
the building of our country's legal system was entering a new stage of 
development. On the basis of the Constitution, five important organic laws 
were also formulated. In order to adapt to the need of the transformation 
of ownership, the state also formulated at different times Model Regulations 
for basic level and high level Agricultural Production Cooperatives and 
important laws such as those concerning the transformation of capitalist 
industry and commerce. Although these laws were all in the form of programs 
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and were also to be applied temporarily, and they were also far from perfect, 
they were basically formulated step by step in response to the need of state 
building, proceeding from China's concrete condit ions, summing up the 
experiences of practice, thoroughly carrying out the mass line, and advancing 
from the simple to the more complex. During this period, efforts were also 
earnestly made to organize relevant forces to tackle the drafting work ot 
important laws such as criminal law and civil law. Therefore, during the 

7 or 8 years following the founding of our state, the development of our 
country's legal system work was basically healthy, its orientation was 
correct, and its achievements were also conspicuous 


in 1956, the socialist transformation of our country's means of production 
ownership system was basically accomplished. At this juncture, whether in 
terms of the need posed by the state's attempt to build its legal system 

or in terms of objective feasibility, such a legal system, as an upper 
structure, should by all means adapt to the development and change of the 
productive forces and the economic foundation and thereby become gradually 
complete and comprehensive. A resolution of the party's Eighth National 
Congress clearly pointed out: "Because socialist revolution is now 
basically completed, the main task of the state has already changed from 
releasing the productive forces to protecting and developing such productive 
forces. We must take a step further to reinforce the people's democratic 
legal system and consolidate the order of socialist construction. The 

State must, on the basis of needs, gradually and systematically formulate 
complete and comprehensive laws."" It was a pity, however, that this correct 
decision was not realized. 


In 1957, a counter-attack against the attack of an extremely small number of 
bourgeois Rightists was necessary. But this led to an artificial expansion 
of the class struggle. Two years later, another strugele against the so- 
called Right opportunists was again improper .y launched within the party 
which thereby played havoc on intra-party democracy and people's democracy 
with rather disheartening results. In the political and legal circles, the 
influence of this “Left” thinking was particularly noticeable: the 
principles of democracy and a legal system clearly prescribed in the 
Constitution were subject to criticism; party leadership was erroneously 

put in opposition to the independent exercise of adjudicational and procura- 
torial rights by the judicial organs, and the practice of leadership by the 
superior level and legal supervision over the subordinate level by the 
procuratorial organs was termed "resisting the party on the grounds of law" 
and "opposition to party leadership"; to consider ‘all citizens to be equal] 
before the law" would be “eradicating the class nature of the law" and 
“speaking of equality with the counter-revolutionaries"; it was also alleged 
that "basing oneself on facts, and relying on the law as the norm" would 

be tantamount to "renouncing the party's policies" and "practicing legal 
isolationism"; emphasis on handling the people's affairs in accordance with 
the law was regarded as representative of a ‘law first" bourgeois point 

of view; the socialist defense system and lawyer system were termed 





"speaking in behalf of bad people, with no distinction between the enemies 
and ourselves"; ete. All this served only to mess up and sabotage many 
laws and systems that had been functioning effectively and also to label 
certain comrades detending the principles of the Constitution erroneously 
as Rightists and anti-party elements under topsy-turvy and unfounded 


criminal charges, thereby seriously affecting the enthusiasm of the vast 

ranks of political and legal cadres and instigating the idea that it was 

better to be "Loft" than Right as well as the tendency of legal lLiquidationism. 
The phenomena of looking down upon the legal system, substituting party for 
noverament, and substituting words for deeds were given a malicious 


development, causing a complete standstill in the state's legislative work. 
In 1962, Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out in direct response to the unhealthy, 
serious situation existing in the democratic and legal systems of the period: 
Today we are experiencing a state of no law and no fear of punishment; it 
simply won't do without the law, and it is imperative that we do something 
about our criminal law and our civil law. However, this opinion by no means 
aroused any attention or vigilance, nor was it carried out thoroughly. If 
we say that the lack of proportionate development in our national economy 
gave way to an upturn in the wake of the readjustment beginning in 1961, 

the "imbalance" in our country's legal work, on the other hand, continued 
along a “downward slope.'' This provided an opening for the faction of Lin 
Biao and the "gang of four” to seize and a convenient door through which 
they started their activities to usurp power and positions and carry out 
counter-revolutionary restoration. 


After the Cultural Revolution got started Lin Biao and the "gang of four," 
under the slogans of "Consolidate the Dictatorship of the Proletariat" and 
"Oppose Revisionism and Prevent Revisionism," madly carried out their feudal, 
fascist dictatorshipover the vast ranks of the cadres and the people. The 
organs of the proletarian dictatorship, on the other hand, suffered direct 
devastation by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" and their deputies in the 
political and legal circles. They fanatically instigated people to "smash 
the public safety, procuratorial, and legal organs" and thereby unscrupulously 
pursued their so-called “mass dictatorship'S as for the revolutionary cadres, 
intellectuals and the masses of the people, and especially proletarian 
revolutionaries of the old generation, they simply proceeded illegally to 
confiscate their family possessions, arrest them, imprison them, and force 
them to confess their supposed crimes under cruel punishment, and thereby 
created large numbers of cases of injustice. Hundreds and thousands of 
revolutionaries were maimed or killed under wicked harassment. The 

socialist economy and the socialist legal system were subject to unusually 
serious sabotage. Our party and state sustained inestimable losses as a 
result. 


After 10 years of disturbances during the Cultural Revolution, the people 
came to recognize one simple truth: in our country, if there were no 

legal system, there would be no democracy, there would be no socialism, and 
there would be no grounds to speak of the wealth and strength of the state 
or the happiness of the people. 
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After the vicious "gang of four'' was smashed, the people were once more 
liberated. The legal system once more returned to the correct course under 
Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought. And the traditions of the 
revolutionary legal system which were thoroughly undermined by the "gang 

of four" were once more gradually restored. 


In order to protect the people's democracy and prevent a repetition of the 
trayedy by Lin Biao, the "gang of four" and their ilk in plotting the 
usurpation of the leadership rights of the state, in order to promote the 
successful realization of the four modernizations, the Party Central 
Committee adopted a series of important measures to vigorously restore and 
reinforce our socialist democracy and legal system. The First Session of 
the Fifth National People's Congress formulated the general regulations for 
bringing about order across the land in the new era; the Third Plenary 
Session of the Party's llth Central Committee, in particular, decided to 
shift the focus of our work to socialist modernization: these served to 
point out clearly the direction for forward advance for the new era's work 
on our legal system. 


The Second Session of the Fifth National People's Congress again formulated 
seven important laws, thus opening a chapter in the development of our 
country's socialist legal system. This was the very first time in the 
history of the development of our legal system since the founding of our 
state that the National People's Congress had passed in a single session 

so many important laws. The passage of these seven laws has demonstrated 
the carrying out of the common will and wishes of the 900 million people 

of our country. 


In the new historical period of our country, the main task of our legal 
system is to correctly apply the legal weapon to protect the people, give 
blows to the enemies, punish the criminals, consolidate and develop 
stability and unity as well as a lively political situation, and insure 
the smooth operations of socialist modernization work. 


As we look back at the 30 years of historical development of our legal 
system, we have derived a fundamental conclusion: to rule the country 
according to law is something that must be done. Objective laws say so. 
The people's wishes so indicate. Painful lessons so suggest. And the 
conclusion of historical testing likewise so dictates.

Practice is the only criterion for testing truth. There have been 
experiences of success and also experiences of failure in the 30 years 

of development of our legal system. Whether these experiences were those 

of success or of failure, they are invariably our precious wealth. It is 
very necessar, for the development of our legal system at the present as 
well as in the future for us to seriously study the experiences and lessons 
in the development of our country's legal system in a seeking-truth-from- 
facts manner. 








First of all, 30 years' practice has proved that it simply won't do if we 
pay attention only to the party's policies and ignore the laws of the state 
or even substitute policies for the laws completely, whether in respect 

to socialist revolution or socialist construction; to do s0 would bring 
harm to the cause of socialist revolution and socialist construction. 





hor years, because of the influence of "Left" thinking, the attention we 
paid to the leyal system and the propaganda we made pertaining thereto were 
hardly adequate. Law was regarded as something that one might take or leave, 
all would be well as long as we had the party's policies; the party's were 


therefore placed in opposition to law as a whole. Practice has proved that 
such a view and such a way of doing things are harmful; they instigate 
people's inclination to take the legal system lightly, weaken or even 
sabotage the country's legal system, and thereby also bring damage to the 
proletarian dictatorship. 


In a socialist country, the Communist Party is the ruling party and the core 
of the state's leadership. The party's policies are no doubt very important, 
as they play a guiding role in respect to the law. But we must absolutely 
not confuse the party's policies with the law and thereby substitute the 
party's policies for the law of the state. 


During the early days after the founding of our state, in order to adapt 

to the necd in our work our state prescribed a principle: where there 

were programs, laws and edicts available, the handling of relevant affairs 
would follow those programs, laws and edicts; where no such programs, laws 

or edicts were available, the handling of relevant affairs would follow 
existing policies. It was necessary, correct and practical to have such 

a prescription under the circumstances at the time when the old legal 

system was just nullified but the new legal system was not yet systematically 
established. An incomplete legal system is a normal feature of all newly 
founded states. But, along with the development of the socialist economy 

and politics and as objective circumstances increasingly demanded a more 
comprehensive and complete legal system, it would be no longer feasible to 
substitute policies for the law for any great length of time. Under the 
condition of the proletariat exercising dictatorship, the law is simply the 
party's principles and policies reduced to fixed types and concrete rules 

and a concrete realization of the party's policies which takes on a compulsive 
nature. It simply reduces the party's policies, which have been fruitfully 
tested, to fixed rules in the form of the law, and makes the norms which the 
people of the whole country must obey. 


The practical experience of proletarian dictatorship in our country has 
fully proved that the law is one of the most effective and most reliable 
instruments by which the party's policies are realized. When there is no 
legal prescription in existence, it is of course necessary to handle 
relevant affairs according to existing policies. But, even with policies 
available, there still must be law. Once a law is formulated, it takes on 
the character of stability and continuity, and it has great authority. Any 
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individual or organization must do things according to the law. In case 
certain laws and prescriptions can no longer adapt to the demands of a 
developing situation, they should be revised in accordance with legally 
established procedures, but they cannot be nullified or revised at random 
according to the wish of an organization at a certain level or a certain 
individual leader. Ina rather long period in the past, not a few people 
failed to recognize the relationship between the party's policies and the 
law correctly, and failed to understand the solemnity of socialist law and 
the importance of a correct use of the law as a weapon; this could not but 
be said to be an indication of a lack of experience. 


Furthermore, 30 years of practice have proved that it is incorrect to 

speak merely of rule of man and to foresake rule of law aud to put rule 

of amn in opposition to rule of law under the condition of proletarian 
dictatorship. 

In our country there was in circulation for a long time the view that "we 
need only rule of man and not rule of law."" It was even assumed that to 
advocate the viewpoint of rule of man was Marxist, whereas to advocate the 
viewpoint of rule of law was bourgeois and revisionist. Under the influence 
of this thinking, people's conception of the legal system became even 
thinner, socialist laws were given the cold shoulder and ideas about the 
remnant feudal autocracy were given a chance to prevail and spread, instead. 
Practice has proved that there is no scientific basis to propose the "we 
need only rule of man and not rule of law." In reality, since mankind 
entered the stage of class society there never existed any state where there 
was only rule of man and not rule of law, or where there was only rule of 
law and not rule of man. Just as Marx and Engels pointed out, in the case 
of a class occupying the ruling position in a definite set of production 
relations, “Apart from the necessary task of organizing their own forces 

in the form of the state, they must also impart the will of the state, i.e., 
the general representing form of the law, to their own will which is 
determined by these specific relations."! Any ruling class must, through 
its own representative personalities, use the state apparatus and the law 

to protect its own ruling position. In history, whether people advocated 
"rule of man" or ‘rule of law," the only thing different was th: ruling 
methods the exploiting classes emphasized under different historical 
conditions. A socialist state is a state of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat, a state where the workers assume leadership and the people are 
masters in their own house. In order to control and manage the state, 

the people must first of all have the will of their own class formulated 
into law through the political power of the state; otherwise, the people 
being masters in their own house would be empty talk. Therefore, in a 
socialist state law is not something that one can take or leave. Only by 
law can the unified will of the pecple of the whole country take shape, 
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and will hundreds and thousands of people know what to follow in handling 
their affairs. Only by law can the people's democratic rights and freedoms 
be effectively protected. Only by law can the political stability of 
society be protected and bad people and bad things be restrained and 
punished. Only by law can socialist modernization work proceed in an 
orderly and planned manner. In a word, to bring order to a country there 
must be law; an absence of law is bound to bring disorder instead. This 
has also been an important historical experience. 


Of course, the law by itself cannot be put into effect. No matter how 
perfect the law is, and no matter how perfect a system is, without man to 
execute it, it would remain only a decorative item. Law depends on man 
for its formulation and also for its application. If the proletariat seeks 
only to bother with “rule of man" and not take the law which reflects the 
people's will as the regulations for running the country and as the rules 
for action, does not emphasize doing things according to the law, then it 
would be very easy to lead to substituting words for the law and substituting 
power for the law and end up with personal arbitration and dictation and 
bureaucracy. We should acknowledge that in the past we have already 
suffered heavily from "wanting only rule of man and not rule of law." It 
can be easily visualized that, were our country's democratic life a bit 
more normal, our legal system a bit more complete, and the people's 
conception of the law a bit more powerful, how would it have been possible 
for Lin Biao and the "gang of four" to swashbuckle around for as long as 
10 years? We must see that within the party and within the revolutionary 
ranks today not a few cadres are still being influenced by the feudal 
traditions and by the remnant poison of Lin Biao and the "gang of four"; 
the idea of taking rule of man seriously but taking rule of law lightly 
still seriously exists. If we cannot eliminate this kind of poison and 
influence, then it would also really be very difficult to bring about a 
reinforcement of socialist democracy and legal system. 


Thirdly, 30 years of practice have proved: it is also harmful to handle 
mass movements without paying attention to revolutionary legal system. 


Whether or not mass movements under the condition of a prevailing proletarian 
dictatorhsip should obey the socialist legal system is really a rather clear 
question, but it was rendered very confused during the past period. It 
seemed to some that mass movements could ignore the law and not obey the 

law, proceeding however they pleased. Certain leading comrades often 
partially stressed how the law must follow the prevailing "situation" 
closely, coordinate with the "center," and obey the "movement." Hence, 

once a movement got started, the law was immediately set aside. 


In the early period after the founding of our state, large-scale class 
struggles were still not terminated and there was still need to engender 
some nationwide political movements in order to sweep away the obstacles 
hindering the development of productive forces; this was quite necessary 
at the time. Even though those movements mainly depended on direct action 














on the part of the masses, they were by no means under any condition of 
neither law nor fear of punishment, but they proceeded in the course of a 
legal system under leadership and in a planned way. As soon as our state 

was established, there was already the Common Program. In 1954 there was 
promulgated also a Constitution. There were also not a few experiences of 
practice in mass struggle summed up during the various movements, and not 

a few important laws formulated for the protection of the healthy development 
of those movements. Therefore, during the period prior to the transformation 
of ownership, mass movements and the revolutionary legal system were united 
and mutually promotive. 


But, after the socialist transformation of the ownership of the means of 
production was basically completed, the task of the state was changed from 
releasing productive forces to protecting and developing productive forces. 
As the situation changed, it was obvious that we could no longer solve 
this task of economic construction with the methods by which we handled the 
political movements. Yet, we still took class struggle as the principal 
contradiction and pushed the legal system aside while unrestrainedly 
resorting to political movements, one after another and one connected to 
another, ad infinitum, so that, in the end, we were taken advantage of 

by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." This seriously sabotaged our economic 
construction. 


Both positive and negative experiences since the founding of our state 
indicate that mass movements under the condition of a prevailing proletarian 
dictatorship must proceed under the guidance of the party's correct line 

and within the context of the state's legal system; they must be of benefit 

to the protection of the people's democratic rights, be of benefit to 
stability and unity, and be of benefit to the development of social productive 
forces. All mass movements which trampled on the socialist legal system, 
brought damage to socialist democracy, sabotaged stability and unity, and 
hindered the development of productive forces could not possibly be revolu- 
tionary mass movements. 


The Third Plenary Session of the Party's llth Central Committee and the 
Second Session of the National People's Congress clearly declared that, 

along with the change in the class situation of our country and the shift 

of the focus in our work, there would be no more need and no more possibility 
to bother with any "political movements" that are geared away from 
modernization work or that tend to sabotage socialist democracy and the 

legal system. This was a correct decision which tallied with the actual 
situation in our country and which reflected the will of the vast ranks of 
the people. Of course, this is not to say that from now on the form of 

mass movement is no longer needed in the development of the state even in 
cases such as developing the production increase and frugality movement, 
planned birth movement, and other movements to promote the four modernizations. 
But all movements such as these must be handled in the course of the legal 
system; they cannot ignore the legal system, much less sabotage the legal 
system. 
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Fourthly, 30 years of practice have also proved that, under the condition 
of the proletarian dictatorship, legal nihilism is a reactionary type of 
thinking with an extreme Left outlook, it is of an extremely destructive 
nature to the development of the socialist legal system. 


Why has not the socialist legal system received the attention it deserves 
for such a long period in our country? The reason can of course only 

be multiple, but one of the important reasons is that legal nihilism has 
for precisely such a long period inhibited our thinking, and the conception 
of the legal system within the party has been very thin. 


Legal nihilism is a reflection of extreme Left thinking and anarchism in 

the question of the legal system. This kind of thinking was given the 
chance to spread gradually after the basic completion of the transformation 
of the ownership of the means of production, as people started to think 

"law is something one can take or leave," "policies are equivalent to the 
law," "Marxism-Leninism is no other than a fundamental law," "there is no 
need for the law in handling political movements," "the law is liable to 

tie one's hands and feet," etc., etc. Thus the development of our country's 
legal system was led astray. In addition, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
madly sought to instigate extreme Left thinking, which made legal nihilism 
even more fanatical. Its advocates openly denied the socialist nature of 
the law of our country, and they slandered our country's law as revisionist 
and belonging to the Kuomintang, which should be thoroughly smashed, and 
they wanted to eliminate all regulations and systems. Their retrogressive 
behavior and measures brought unprecedentedly great confusion, great damage, 
and great disaster to our state and our nation. 


The reason why legal nihilism was able to become a paralyzing disease in 
China was determined by the historical characteristics of our country. 

The characteristic of autocracy, for example, was that the individual ruler 
possessed absolute power and prestige, because the emperor decided everything 
and, in the local regions, the superior official would decide everything. 
New China was released from the embryo of a semi-feudal and semi-colonial 
society. Even though in economics and in politics our revolution against 
feudalism was thoroughgoing enough, the poison in the ideological realm 

was not something which could be eliminated in a short period of time. 

At the same time, because the level of productive power and the level of 
science and culture in our country were still very low, and it had not yet 
thoroughly gotten rid of the state of poverty and backwardness in its 
economy and culture, therefore autocracy, bureaucracy, ideas of privilege, 
and the patriarchical work style were still able to become nurtured and wide- 
spread. Not only did party cadres become easily tinged by feudalism, but 
the masses of the people too proved susceptible to the poison of feudalism. 
These were the soil and the very conditions under which legal nihilism found 
ground to exist inside our party and inside our revolutionary ranks; they 
were also historical causes as to why our country's legal system for a long 
time remained unhealthy. In order to thoroughly sweep away the garbage 

of feudalism and autocracy on this land of China, it is necessary for us 
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to do our best to raise the scientific and cultural level of the whole nation 
and carry out political democratization and economic modernization to a high 
deyree, so as to thoroughly transform the politics and economy of our society. 


Whether or not all theories, lines, policies and regulations are correct 

must be tested by way of practice. The 30 years of practice in our legal 
system have provided both positive and negative experiences and Lessons. 
While looking back at the experiences and lessons pained in the building 

of our legal system, Comrade Ye Jianying said: "Since the founding of our 
state, the socialist legal system of our country has not yet been perfected. 
Taking advantage of this gap, Lin Biao and the 'gang of four' grabbed whosoever 
they pleased under the signboard of ‘reinforcing proletarian dictatorship' 
and exercised their fascist dictatorship over the vast ranks of the cadres 
and the people. This lesson has caused us to understand that it simply won't 
do if a country does not have laws and systems." In his ‘Report on the 

Work of the Government" before the Second Session of the Fifth National 
People's Congress, Comrade Hua Guofeng set aside a special chapter to pro- 
foundly expound the question of reinforcing socialist democracy and the 
socialist legal system. Both of these are a summing up of the experiences 
and lessons in our country's 30-year development of the legal system, and 
they also clearly point out the direction for the building of the legal 
system in our country from now on. 


II] 


Under the new historical conditions, how are we going to be able to 
reinforce our socialist legal system? 


(1) It is necessary to recognize clearly the class conditions and class 
struggle situation at the present stage in our country. Fundamental changes 
have already taken place in our country's present class struggle situation 
compared to the time before the basic completion of the socialist transfor- 
mation of ownership; we have already eliminated the feudal system and the 
capitalist system and reformed the small production system; the landlord 
class and the rich peasant class have already been eliminated, and the 
capitalists as a class also no longer exist. At present, there are still 
class enemies, but not very many are left; the extent of class struggle has 
been considerably curtailed. The ovevcall trend of class struggle is not 
increasingly sharper but gradually slowing down and weakening. The principal 
contradiction our country must resolve at the present stage is the protection 
and development of productive forces, realization of the four modernizations, 
transformation of the parts in our production relations and upper structure 
that hinder the four modernizations, and sweeping away of the old habitual 
forces inimical to the realization of the four modernizations. The fact 

that the Third Plinary Session of the lith Party Central Committee declared 
the shift of the focus of the party's work to the work of the four 
modernizations was based on the very scientific analysis of the class 
Situation in our country, and this was in complete accord with the demand 

of objective laws. As a component part of the upper structure, the legal 
system must be gradually perfected around the central task of realizing 

the four modernizations. 





Socialist modernization work ia a vast, profound revolution; it cannot 
possibly avoid obstacles and atruggles. Even though class struggle i868 no 
longer the principal contradiction in our country at the present, class 
atruggle still exists, <A great variety of class enemies and anti-socialist 
elements are bound to carry out antiesoecialist political and economic 
activities, and domestic class struggle is also connected closely with 
international class struggle Therefore, the legal system must be 
reinforced so as to effectively deal blows against the activities of 
sabotage oo the part of the class enemies and also against criminal behavior, 
Lo consolidate the proletarian dictatorship, and to protect the four 
modervizations. On the other hand, because of the changes in the class 
conditions and class struggle situation in our country, the extent of the 
dictatorship has been reduced, while the extent of democracy has been 
expanded. The task of the Legal system in solving contradictions among the 
people and protecting che people's democratic rights will become more 
important and salient. The socialist legal system is thus closely related 
to the happiness and safety of the vast ranks of the masses of the people. 
Only when the legal system becomes perfected, when democracy is institu- 
tionalized and codified, will it be possible for the people's democratic 
rights to receive reliable protection, for the socialist enthusiasm and 
creativity of the vast ranks of the masses of the people to become fully 
mobilized, and for the realization of the four modernizations to receive 
assurance. 


Under today's historical conditions, a treatment of the antagonistic nature 
of contral‘ictions among the people must invariably obey the socialist legal 
system, seek solutions in accordance with the procedures prescribed by the 
Constitution or by law, prevent any expansion of the class struggle, avoid 
producing confusion in class relations and confusion in production procedures, 
work procedures, and the social order, so as to maintain the stability and 
unity and lively political situation needed by the four modernizations. 

The practice of 30 years of state building proves that whenever the question 
of class struggle was correctly treated, the legal system was respected, 
democratic life was relatively normal, and the political situation was 
relatively stable, economic development would be faster; and whenever the 
question of class struggle was improperly treated, the legal system was 
ignored, democratic life would be abnormal, social and political stability 
would be lacking, and economic development would be slow, or even stagnant 
and retrogress ve. On the question of class struggle, we must not only 
oppose any expansion of class struggle but also oppose the theory about 
class struggle dying out. But at present we must especially pay attention 
to cleansing away the poison of the extreme Left line in reversing the 
identities of the enemies and ourselves and in expanding class struggle 

left by Lin Biao and the “gang of four." 


In order to make the building of our Jegal system adapt to the need of 

our overall tasks for the new era and to consolidate and develop the political 
Situation of stability and unity, we must maintain the stability and 
continuity of the law. Our country's Constitution and laws are formulated

by the organs of the highest state power, No organ or group is allowed to 
formulate or change laws privately, and no leader is allowed to "subatitute 
words for law," "legislate by a single word" or "repeal any law by a single 
word" and thereby break the unity of the state's legal system. The stability 
and continuity of socialist laws fully reflect the unity of the stage-by- 
atage nature of revolutionary development and uninterrupted revolution. On 
the one hand, in a definite stage of revolution and construction only when 
the relative stability of th ‘egal system is maintained will it be able 

to play its fullest role. I «a: edict is issued in the morning but changed 
immediately in the evening, w.'! change occurring at unpredictable points, 
this is bound to affect social wad political stability and the stability 

of production relations, and to hinder or sabotage the development of 
productive forces. On the other hand, when the principal tasks of a certain 
stage are already accomplished or when the situation of struggle undergoes 
important changes, it would be necessary to carry out timely revision of 
laws that are obsolete so as to have them adapt to the needs of revolution 
and construction. If we deny the development of the socialist legal system 
by taking as unchangeable laws once formulated or by making them absolute 
or rigid, this would also restrain the development of productive forces. 

A legal system must not change all the time and must not be without any 
change; the stability and development of the ‘egal system therefore 
constitute a unity of opposites. In a word, only when the legal system 

is perfected and its stability and continuity are maintained can the 
practices of following [the leader's] words but not the Law and following 
lthe leader's] personal example but not the law be prevented; only thus will 
it be possible to assure that laws and systems are not changed simply 
because leaders are changed or simply because the views and attention of 
the leaders are changed; and only thus can the situation of "policy being 
followed in practice when the policymaker is alive, and policy being 
terminated when the policymaker is dead" be avoided. 





(Il) At present, the central Link in strengthening the socialist legal 
system is that wherever there is a law obedience must be enforced. That 
is to say judicial personnel must correctly understand and apply the law. 
The seven laws such as the criminal law and the law of criminal procedure, 
etc., have already been promulgated. We are going to continue legislative 
work also in other aspects. The ancients said: "When laws and edicts 

are enforced, they bring order to the state; when laws and edicts prove 
lax, they bring disorder to the state." The mere existence of the 
Constitution and laws is by no means equivalent to having rule of law. 
Even more important is that we must further strengthen our work in executing 
the law so as to insure application of the Constitution and laws. 


The application of our country's laws is carried out mainly through organs 
and cadres of the state, especially judicial organs and lLaw-execucing cadres. 
Whether or not judicial organs are able to apply laws correctly and whether 
or not law-executing personnel can personally exemplify the conduct of 
abiding by the law while executing it is of very great significance to the 





strengthening of the legal system. Our law-executing personnel must take 
very seriously the power the state and the people have granted them and 
solemnly and prudently apply it. The three organs--public safety office, 
procurator's office, and the courte=must carry out teamwork under the 
promise of “basing Chemaelves on facts, and taking the law as the norm" and 
coordinate with one another as well as check one another. 


An important question in the exeeution of the law at the present is that 

we must correctly treat the relations between the party's leadership and 
the judicial organs’ independent exercise of their power and handling of 
affairs according to law. In the practice of the past, tere existed the 
general phenomenon of party organizations trying cases and pronouncing 
adjudications. This way of doing things not only failed to facilitate the 
strengthening of the party's leadership but also affected the role of 
subjective mobility on the part of the judicial organs, and it tended to 
lead easily to malpractices such as formalism, bureaucracy, irresponsibility, 
and low efficiency in work. Our laws are formulated by the highest organs 
of state power under the leadership of the Party Central Committee; they 
reflect the party's principles, policies, and opinions in a concentrated way. 
To do things according to law is no other than carrying out thoroughly the 
party's principles and policies and obeying the party's leadership; to be 
responsible to the law is vo other than being responsible to the party and 
to the people of the whole country. Therefore, strengthening the party's 
leadership is entirely consistent with upholding the practice of doing 
things according to law and giving full play to the independent role of the 
judicial departments and units. The party's leadership ought to consist 

in assuring and supervising law-executing organs from all angles so that 
they would solemmly and correctly execute the law. The fact that the 
judicial organs are thus allowed to carry out their duties and exercise 
their power independently does not reduce the importance of the Party 
Committee's responsibility over judicial work. On the contrary, because 
of the extreme importance of the strengthening of the legal system, because 
of the very difficult nature of the tasks confronting the judicial organs, 
the need is more urgent than ever today for party committees at the various 
levels to strengthen their leadership over judicial work from the political, 
ideological and organizational angles. At present, in order to strengthen 
the socialist legal system and to adapt to the development of legal system 
operations, we must further rectify and strengthen the judicial front and 
mobilize and recruit a sufficient number of fine cadres to reinforce the 
judicial departments and units. 


(111) The key to strengthening the socialist legal system and maintaining 
and protecting the dignity of the law is that party members, cadres and 
especially the leading cadres must obey the law themselves. In issuing 
the seven specific laws the Second Session of the Fifth National People's 
Congress was given enthusiastic support by the people of the whole country. 
But some people are worried as to whether or not they will be thoroughly 
carried out, and they are worried as to whether or not party members and 
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cadres can take the lead in executing the Law and obeying the law. To 
establish a law, it is necessary to establish confidence; to execute a law, 
it is necessary to maintain confidence. Each party member and each cadre 
hae only the duty to obey the law and no right to disobey the law; no 
matter how high one's position may be and no matter how great one's merit 
may be, everybody is equal before the law. If we wish to win the people's 
confidence, it i8 necessary for us to stress that party members and cadres, 
especially the party's leading cadres, take the lead in executing the law 
and obeying the law. Only when party members and cadres execute the law 
and obey the law in an exemplary way and consciously accept supervision by 
the masses will it be possible to maintain the congenial relationship 
between the party and the masses of the people, to maintain the true color 
of the political party of the proletariat, and to maintain and protect the 
dignity and prestige of the legal system. 


At the beginning of the founding of our state, Comrade Mao Zedong pointed 
out: "Where the situation of disobeying the law happens to be serious, 
punishment according to the law must be meted out to the offender, so that 
a party member must carry out party discipline. Party committees at the 
various levels must have the determination to punish the Lawless elements 
hated by the masses and eliminate them from party and government organs, 
and when the offense happens to be most serious, they should be executed 
so as to alleviate the people's resentment and thereby educate the cadres 
and the masses of the people."! The party is not only the core of leader- 
ship of our state but also the example of the whole society. The kind of 
work style the party has would affect the entire society. Therefore, in 
order to manage well legal discipline and administrative discipline, we 
must first of all manage well party discipline and party work style. 


(IV) In order to strengthen the socialist legal system, we must mobilize 
the masses and let the vast ranks of the masses of the people supervise 

the application of the law. Our legislative work must follow the mass 

line. The law originates from the masses; execution of the law must also 
rely on the masses; and the power of the law likewise lies with the masses. 
In our judicial work, we must thoroughly carry out the principle of unity 
between the specialorgans and the masses, we must obtain the support of 

the masses of the people. Only on the basis of a high degree of democratic 
development is it possible to assure the establishment of a healthy 
socialist legal system. 


In order to mobilize the vast ranks of the masses of the people to super- 
vise the application of the law, it is necessary to conduct extensive and 
penetrating propaganda and education on the legal system, reinforce the 
conception of the legal system and the law-abiding self-consciousness on 
the part of the vast ranks of the masses of the people, make it possible 
for the people to understand what is legal behavior and what is illegal 
behavior, what one should do and what one should not do. Only when such 
propaganda on the legal system penetrates the people's minds and the rules

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of law become the behavioral norms consciously followed by people can the 
prestige of the legal system become really established. Our state not only 
applies the law in the treatment of questions of illegal and criminal 
conduct, but aleo used the law as the norm to readjust various economic 
relationships, administrative relationships, marital and family relation- 
ships, and it also prescribes citizens’ rights and duties by way of the law. 
Any citi#*en, consciously or not, must be subject to the restraint of the 
liw; only when one obeys the law will he be protected by the law, but if 

one violates the law one must be scrutinized by the law. Therefore we say: 
to follow discipline and obey the law is everybody's business, and main- 
taining and protecting the legal system is everybody's responsibility. 

We must establish the moral custom of regarding law-abiding behavior as 
glorious and lawless behavior as shameful. To the masses of the people, 
especially youths and children, we must pay attention to educational work 
on the legal system, and we must not directly resort to punishment because 
we must not “punish without prior education." Education on the legal system 
become an important content of social education and school education. 


Since our laws constitute a reflection of the will of the vast ranks of the 
peo; le and represent their fundamental interests, they are bound to wield 
great power once they are mastered by the thousands and millions of the 
people. If we turn this weapon, the law, over to the thousands and millions 
of the people, it will effectively prevent crimes, timely expose criminal 
conduct, strengthen the struggle against all illegal and criminal activities, 
and effectively protect the socialist legal system and consolidate the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. Only when the legal system is turned over 
to the thousands and millions of the people will it be possible to effec- 
tively supervise the state organs and working personnel so that they will 

do things according to the will of the overwhelming majority of the people, 
and to assure that the masses of the people will be masters in their own 
house. In a word, not only the state must have laws, but the people must 
also have rights. This is an important way to fundamentally prevent the 
repetition of such a historical tragedy as ambitious characters like Lin 
Biao and the "gang of four" unscrupulously devastating the people without 
fear, and a basic guarantee to keep the socialist system ceaselessly 
consolidated and developing.

DESTRUCTION MUST NOT TAKE PRECEDENCE OVER CONSTRUCTION

and Construction Dialectically"] 


[Text] The materialist dialectics of Marxism considers that destruction 
and construction are the two contradictory aspects of things, inter- 
dependent and intertwined. Without destruction there is no construction; 
without construction there is no destruction. At the same time, under 
certair conditions, each can change into its opposite aspect. Comrade 
Mao Zedong, discoursing on "there is no construction without destruction" 
in his article "On New Democracy," correctly clarified the dialectical 
relationship between destruction and construction. He said: "Only by 
first destroying the old rotten things can we build the new sound things." 
That is to say, if we had not carried out armed revo’utionary struggle, 
toppling the "three big mountains" [imperialism, feudalism, and bureaucrat- 
capitalism] weighing on the Chinese people's backs and smashing to a pulp 
the old state machinery, then the new China could not have been born and 
the state machinery of the dictatorship of the proletariat could not have 
been established. The reality of our country's new democratic revolution 
completely proved this truth. 


At the same time, the reality of the historical development of mankind 
and of actual life in society also proves that the relationship between 
destruction and construction is intricate and certainly cannot be put 
into a simple, unalterable pattern. At a time when the pernicious 
influence of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" had not been eliminated, 
and thus the people's minds could not be emancipated and the four 
modernizations could not be successfully carried out, to say that 
"destruction comes first" was correct. At a time when we, according to 
the correct Marxist line, criticize the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four," to say that "construction exists within destruction’ 
is permissible. This is because the process of this criticism is a con- 
structive process. However, if we make Comrade Mao Zedong's exposition, 
aimed at specific conditions, that "destruction comes first, and 
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construction exists within destruction" a universal law and think that it 
applies to all things, then that would not be appropriate. Owing to the 
diversified processes in the development of things, the manifestations 

of destruction and construction are also not alike. In production, for 
example, the reform of the old technology, the introduction of new equip- 
ment, and the implementation of new systems are often cases of abolishing 
Old things after obtaining new things. This is a case of construction 
coming first and destruction afterward, Also, during the land reform, on 
the one hand the people launched a struggle against the landlords and 
divided up the farmland, and on the other hand they set about establish- 
ing and consolidating basic-level political power in the rural areas. 
Here is a case of destruction coming first and construction afterward, 
and also a case of destruction on the one hand and construction on the 
other. 


In the initial stage of a big political movement, to stress the exposure 
of contradictions is to make destruction primary; in the latter stage, 
to shift to rectification and reformation is to make construction 
primary. To have a primary and then a "secondary" primary, therefore, 
is a manifestation of construction within destruction and vice versa. 

In a word, no matter whether destruction or construction comes first, 

no matter whether there is destruction on the one hand and construction 
on the other, construction first and destruction afterward or vice 
versa--in all cases, without destruction there is no construction and 
with construction there is destruction. If there is no destruction then 
there is no construction; but if there is no construction then genuine 
and thorough destruction cannot be achieved. Destruction and construc- 
tion are this process of mutual transformation and mutual osmosis. 


In the Great Cultural Revolution, Lin Biao and the "gang of four," 
noisily advocating the theory of destruction taking the place of con- 
struction, brought a great disaster to the Chinese people. They equated 
destruction with construction, and denied that the two, under certain 
conditions, could be mutually transformed. They regarded destruction as 
bringing about construction, i.e., with the destruction of the old the new 
would automatically arise. Obviously, this "theory" is totally absurd. 
May 1 ask, after an old building burns down, does a mansion automatically 
spring up? After an old machine is crushed to a pulp, can a new machine 
rise up from under the ground? After old rules and regulations are 
abolished, are new ones spontaneously produced? The whole truth has now 
come out: This "theory'’ was cooked up by them in order to confuse people 
so that they could fish in troubled waters and carry out their evil act 
of usurping the party and seizing power. 


The people can see that, when Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were running 
amuck, where the destruction’ was most terrible there the people suffered 
a disaster. Today we are carrying out the four modernizations, and we 
should conscientiously sum up this historical lesson so that we cannot 
again have a situation in which destruction takes the place of construc- 
tion.

HISTORICAL ANALYSIS OF QUEEN LU OF HAN DYNASTY 
Beijing LISHI YANJLU in Chinese No 12, 15 Dec 79 pp 53-56

Correctly Evaluated?" | 


[Text] Queen Lu (Lu Zhi (0712 7164]), this historical figure of 2,000 
years ago, has been attracting attention in recent years. During the 
rampage of the "gang of four," Queen Lu was loudly extolled, with the 
intent of borrowing from the ancient to illustrate the modern and com- 
paring Jiang Qing to the ancient queen. Such villainous design was 
apparent to any casual observer. In the course of criticizing the 

"gang of four," exposing its criminal intent in extolling Queen Lu is 
highly necessary. However, some articles ruthlessly flagellated her, 
condemning her as a "cruel and cunning conspirator," a "power usurping 
and capitulationist reactionary," an "ambitious careerist usurping power 
and stealing the state," a “representative of the splittist force against 
the current of history in early Han," etc. In a period of barely a few 
years, her assessment rocketed and dropped 10,000 feet. Naturally a 
question arises here: Just what kind of historical figure was Queen Lu? 


According to my view, in the main aspect, Queen Lu was a historical 
figure which should be affirmed. Her positive influence on the deve- 
lopment of history rested mainly on helping Liu Bang [0491 6721] 
achieve unification and realize the policy of "giving the people a 
rest." 


Queen Lu produced a positive effect on Liu Bang's success in unifica- 
tion. Liu Bang became the prince of Han in 206 BC, declared himself 
emperor in 202 BC and died in 195 BC. His reign lasted a total of 12 
years. Queen Lu was captured by Xiang Yu's [7309 5038] army in the 

5 years of struggle between Chu and Han and was not returned to Liu 
Bang until 3 months before the Siege of Gaixia. Naturally she could 








not have produced any influence during her captivity. Her influence 
was mainly felt in the 7 years after Liu Bang became emperor. After 
becoming emperor, Liu Bang felt that there were two great threats to 
the survival of his political regime, which were the separatist 
forces of the princes of other clans in the various areas and the 
Huns In the north, and the northern princes often ganged up with the 
Huns to revolt. Liu Bang's one great achievement at this time was 
the gradual elimination of the princes of other clans in the various 
areas (finally leaving only a smail country in the remote south, with 
25,000 households under Wu Rui, the Prince of Changsha), mainly the 
most powerful ones, such as Han Xin, the Prince of Chu, Peng Yue, the 
Prince of Liang, and Ying Bu, the Prince of Huainan. Toward the 
Huns, Liu Bang, after the Battle of Pingcheng, could only follow the 
policy of appeasement by marrying Han daughters to them. In the pro- 
cess of eliminating the prince’ of other clans, Queen Lu rendered 
advice and aid to Liu Bang. 


After subjugating the Qi area and becoming the Prince of Qi, Han Xin 
held the balance of power between Chu and Han. "The power of the 
land rested with Han Xin.... When he favored Han, Han won; when he 
favored Chu, Chu won." ("Biography of the Prince of Huaiyin," "His- 
torical Records"). [Hereinafter all citations are from "Historical 
Records"|. After the defeat of Xiang Yu, Liu Bang ambushed Han Xin's 
army and made Han Xin the Prince of Chu. In the 6th year of Han, an 
informer reported that Han Xin was plotting a revolt. Following Chen 
Ping's strategy, Liu Bang pretended to visit Yunmeng, met the princes 
in Chen, captured Han Xin alive, took him back to Luoyang and made 
him the Prince of Huaiyin. When Chen Xi revolted in the 10th year of 
Han, Liu Bang personally led the campaign against him. Han Xin 
plotted with Chen Xi and planned to coordinate with him by an upris- 
ing in the central Shaanxi plain. Hearing about it, Queen Lu con- 
sulted with Xiao He, set a trap for Han Xin and killed him. Learning 
of Han Xin's death upon his return to Changan, Liu Bang was "both 
glad and sorry." (Ibid.) He regretted Han Xin's death, but was glad 
to be rid of the serious hidden trouble. That Liu Bang used Queen Lu 
to kill Han Xin indicates that Queen Lu was very conversant with Liu 
Bang's strategy. She also masterminded the execution of Peng Yue. 
During the struggle between Chu and Han, Peng Yue often traveled in 
the area of Liang to attack Chu for Han and cut off its grain supply 
route. In the Siege of Gaixia, Liu Bang relied mainly on the 
strengths of Han Xin and Peng Yue. After the death of Xiang Yu, Liu 
Bang made Peng Yue the Prince of Liang, with the capital in Dingtao. 
When Chen Xi revolted in the 10th year of Han, Han asked Liang for 
troops. Peng Yue claimed illness and sent a general to lead the men 
to Handan. Displeased with Peng Yue's failure to come personally, 
Liu Bang sent a m ssenger to ask for an explanation. Subsequently, a 
Liang official reported that Peng Yue was plotting a revolt. Liu 
Bang sent men to arrest him by surprise, imprisoned him in Luoyang 
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and exiled him to Sichuan as a common citizen Arriving at Zheng on 


his trip west, Peng Yue encountered Queen ning from Changan.  Heé 
appealed to her in tears, protested his innocence and wished to 
return to Changyi, his hometown. Queen Lu promised to intercede for 
him and took him back to Luoyang with he She suggested co Liu 
Bang: "Prince Peng is a heroie man By extling him to Sichuan, it 
will be trouble in the future. I[t is better to kill him." (C''Blogra-

phy of Peng Yue ). Thereupon Queen Lu asked his retainer to inform 
again on Peng Yue's plot to revolt and had Peng Yue and his entire 
family killed. Ying Bu's revolt occurred in the 7th month of the 


llth year of Han, and the fighting lasted 6 months. Liu Barg asked 
all the princes in the country for troops. Just Liu Fei, the Princa 
of Qi, alone had 120,000 men in the campaien Ying Bu made such an 


assessment: "The emperor is getting old, and he is tired of fight 


ing; therefore, he will not come, He will send the generals. Of the 
generals, Huaiyin and Peng Yue are both dead, and the rest are m 
thing to worry about." ("Biography of Qingbu'') Liu Bang was sick 
at that time and thought of sending Crown Prince Liu Ying to head the 
campaign, which was in line with Yine Bu's assessment. But Queen Lu 
advised against it strongly, and succeeded in persuading Liu Bang to 
lead the campaign himself. After a fierce battle, victory was won. 
When Lu Wan, the Prince of Yan, revolted, he said: "In the spring 
last year, Queen Lu was the one who planned the murder »>f Huaiyin, 
Xia and Peng Yue.... Queen Lu is a woman, but she always wants to 
find excuses to murder the princes of other clans and the ministers 
who have rendered outstanding service." ("Biography of Lu Wan"), 
Thus, Sima Qian wrote: "Queen Lu was decisive. She was the main 
force behind the emperor in bringing order to the land and killing 
off the ministers." By "ministers," the author meant Han Xin and 
Peng Yue. Queen Lu manifested her decisiveness in these incidents 
and helped Liu Bang bring order to the land. Though the murder of 
Han Xin and Peng Yue was by intrigue, the "Biography of Prince Huai- 
yin" contained such moving words by Han Xin: ''When the cunning rab- 
bits are dead, tlic fine hounds are boiled; when the soaring birds are 
extinct, the good bows are shelved; when the enemy kingdoms are de- 
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feated, the counselors perish. As the count) is settled, naturally 
I should be boiled." However, the situation at that time was very 
clear: If the princes of other clans were nol liminated, the world 
of the Han Dynasty could not be stabilized Ever since the First 
Emperor of Qin unified China, unification was always the main current 
of China's historical development When n Sheng raised the stan- 
dard of revolt at the end of Qin, all the heroes responded In the 
Struggle for the throne, Liu Bang was | inal victor the dynasty 
of West Han created by him after hi rictory lasted more than 200 
years. The period of Qin and Han is the time hen China laid the 


foundation for a multi-nationality feudal state: therefore, the 








positive impact of Liu Bang's unification on China's historical deve- 
lopment was obvious. In the process, Queen Lu produced a positive 
and promotive effect. 


Queen Lu's 15-year reign after Liu Bang's death was the time when the 
people began to recover. "Giving the people a rest" was the policy 
of rehabilitation followed at that time. Due to the many years of 
war since the end of Qin, the country was devastated, more than half 
of the population was killed and large numbers of peasants fled the 
land. Pinpointing at this situation, Liu Bang, after defeating Xiang 
Yu, immediately issued a decree to lay down arms and return to farm- 
ing. However, war continued for many years and the decree on laying 
down arms was merely an empty pape The Battle of Pingcheng, for 
instance, involved 320,000 Han so .: >:rs3; when Ying Bu revolted, the 
princes were required to send thr i: troops, and all the convicts ex- 
cept those under death penalty w r granted a pardon to join the 
army. When Emperor Hui ascended e throne, the country was stabi- 
lized, and the policy of "giving _ne people a rest" began to become a 
reality. Upon the death of Xiao He in the 2d year of Emperor Hui, 
Cao Can became the prime minister. ''No change in anything, continu- 
ing Xiao He's policy" and the Huang Lao philosophy that, "by valuing 
tranquillity, the people will settle down themselves" (see "the 
Family of Prime Minister Cao" for the passages quoted) became the 
guiding policy. Under the guidance of such thinking, politically, by 
doing nothing, the internal relationship of the ruling class was har- 
monized and the class contradictions were eased; economically, the 
goal of rehabilitation was attained by little or no interference and 
light taxes. According to history, during the time of Emperor Hui 
and Queen Lu, "the princes each ruled over their own people." ("Bio- 
graphy of Bi, the Prince of Wu"). It was the policy of noninterfer- 
ence followed by the central government of West Han in regard to 
princes of the same clan. "Han prospered, and the country was uni- 
fied. Rich merchants circulated in the whole country, and exchange 
commodities were found everywhere." ("History of Trade''). It was 
the noninterference policy in economics. In reducing taxes, "the 
people were taxed according to the salaries of the officials and 
government expenditures." ("Book of Pinghuai'). Therefore, Sima 
Qian's comment at the end of "Record of Queen Mother Lu" was: "In 
the time of Emperor Xiaohui and the Queen, as the people had under- 
gone the tribulations of the Warring States, the emperor and the 
ministers wished to rest and do nothing, and the Queen ruled. The 
world was peaceful, punishment was seldom imposed and criminals were 
rare. The people concentrated on farming, and food and clothing were 
plentiful." The policy of "giving the people a rest" was launched in 
the time of Emperor Hui and Queen Lu and continued through the time 
of Emperors Wen and Jing until the beginning of Emperor Wu. The in- 
troduction of the policy of rehabilitation by the rulers at the 








beginning of Han was, on the one hand, pinpointed at the extreme 
deterioration of the social economy and, on the other, a result of 
the historical lesson of the short-lived Qin Dynasty. As a result of 
the rehabilitation policy, the Han Dynasty maintained more than 60 
years of political unity, made the apparent achievement of production 
recovery and economic development, and laid the material foundation 
for the prosperity of the Emperor Wu period. In China's long feudal 
society, it was not often for the political measures of the state to 
maintain such a long period of stability and unity and produce the 
apparent achievements of production recovery and economic develop- 
ment. In terms of the practical results of political unity and 
economic development, the policy of "giving the people a rest" fol- 
lowed at the beginning of West Han was compatible with the demands of 
the historical development at that time. Liu Bang was the one who 
formulated the policy, but Queen Lu was the one who actually enforced 
it. The positive effect produced by it on the development of history 
in the period of Queen Lu was a main aspect which should be affirmed 
when we evaluate her historical effect. 


In the last years of his reign, Liu Bang wanted to replace Crown Prince 
Liu Ying with Ruyi, the Prince of Zhao, a son of Lady Qi. According 
to the "Historical Records," Liu Bang fe't that Liu Ying was "kind 
and weak" and "not Like me," while "Ruyi. the son of Lady Qi, is like 
me.'' ("Record of Queen Mother Lu"). He finally "did not place the 
unworthy son above the favored son." (''Family of Liuhou"). Actually, 
when Liu Bang died, Ruyi was not more than 10 years old. His claim 
that Ruyi was "like me" was most likely an excuse. His feelings for 
a young wife and her infant son are understandable, ut he was not 
that stupid. Living with Queen Lu for many years, naturally he un- 
derstood her very well. Once Liu Ying ascended the throne, the power 
of government would inevitably fall into her hands, and this called 
for his deliberation. , With his decisiveness, he changed back and 
forth several times on/ question of replacing the crown prince. In 
fact, it could be considered a sort of test, while he was also weigh- 
ing the pros and cons. At that time, the replacement of the crown 
prince hinged on the group of ministers. The Liu princes were newly 
appointed. Besides Liu Fei, the Prince of Qi, who was the son of a 
concubine, all Liu Bang's sons were in their childhood, and the only 
one who was in a position to replace the crown prince was Ruyi, the 
Prince of Zhao. In the fiefs of the young princes, the ones holding 
the real power were still the ministers, such as Cao Can, the prime 
minister of Qi. Almost all the central figures in the group of mi- 
nisters opposed replacing the crown prince. Shusun Tong and Zhou 
Chang openly expressed their objections; those who counseled Queen Lu 
behind the scenes consisted of Zhang Liang, Xiao He who plotted with 
her to kill Han Xin, and Fan Kuai who was her brother-in-law; her 
possible supporters included Cao Can, Wang Ling, Chen Ping and Zhou 








Bo who all held important posts. The fact that Chen Ping and Zhou Bo 
procrastinated when instructed by impertal edict to kill Fan Kuali in- 
dicated that they were not on untriendly terms with Queen Lu. Why 
did the ministers unanimously objected to replacing the crown prince? 
This question can best be answered in Shusun Tong's words: "The 
crown prince is the foundation of the country. Once the foundation 
is shaken, the country will tremble, and the country must not be 
treated like a toy!" ("Biography of Shusun Tong"). After many years 
of war, the people wanted stability and order. This was the situa- 
tion at that time and the reason for the ministers' objections. The 
real motive for Liu Bang's desire to replace Liu Ying was his fear 
that the power hungry Queen Lu would endanger the Liu regime. How- 
ever, if Ruyi was made the crown prince, and if Liu Bang did not re- 
solutely eliminate Queen Lu, Lady Qi would be no match for her. If 
so, chaos would erupt upon Liu Bang's death. Liu Bang realized this 
point; therefore, he said to Lady Oi emotionally: "The feathers have 
fully grown, and it is difficult to budge. Queen Lu will gain 
power." ("Family of Liuhou"). In the story of the Four Elders of 
Shangshan, the statement that “everyone in the country wanted to sa- 
crifice his life for the crown prince" (Tbid.) meant that only Em- 
peror Hui's enthronment would symbolize peace in the country. 


In Liu Bang's lifetime, Queen Lu was merely one of his followers. She 
served as an aid in his undertakings and had no independent power 
clique around her. Lu Ze, the Prince of Jiancheng, and Shen Shiqi 
were insignificant figures. After Emperor Hui ascended the throne 
and Queen Lu gained power, it was inevitable that she would build up 
her own strengths to consolidate her position, After Liu Bang's 
death, what Queen Lu feared most in her entire life was the power of 
the group of ministers. She relied on the group to protect Liu 
Ying's position, but when Liu Bang died, she delayed the announcement 
of his death for 4 days and plotted with Shen Shiqi to murder the 
generals. She gave up the idea after Li Shang's explanations. With- 
out naming names, the "Biography of the Founding Emperor" only men- 
tioned "the generals.'' Most likely Queen Lu wanted to seize the mi- 
litary power. From the fact that she appointed Lu Lu and Lu Chan to 
take command of the North and South Armies just prior to her death, 
the record is credible. It cannot be explained by Queen Lu's person- 
al trait of capriciousness. As a political figure of resource and 
astuteness in the power struggle, Queen Lu would concentrate her 
attention on the strengths which could influence the situation. Even 
with his prestige, when Liu Bang went on a campaign against Chen Xi 
and left Xiao He in charge, he still thought of means to make sure 
that he was not betrayed. When campaigning against Ying Bu in the 
next year, he still "sent messengers several times to find out what 
the prime minister was doing." In the words of Xiao He's retainer, 
he was "afraid of betrayal." Finally, even after returning from the 








campaign, he created excuses to ascertain his position, ("Family of 
Prime Minister Xiao"), lt was, therefore, not surprising tor Queen 
Lu to be suspiclous when she gained power only recentiy. At Emperon 
llud's funeral, Queen Lu cried without tears. Zhang Plalang, the son 
of Zhang Liang, asked Wang Ling and Chen Ping: "“Xtaohul was the 
Queen Mother's only son, yet she does not grieve over his death. Do 
you know the explanation?" "What explanation?" they asked. Zhang 
Piqilang replied: "The Queen Mother its afraid of you. Now that you 
request to place Lu Tai, Lu Chan and Lulu in command of the North and 
South Armies, and the various members of the Lu family enter the pa 
lace to occupy important positions, the Queen Mother feels relieved, 
and you can fortunately escape harm." ("Record of Queen Mother Lu"), 
This was at the critical time at the death of the emperor and 7 years 
Since Queen Lu came into power, yet she was still afraid of the group 
of ministers. On her deathbed 8 years later, her admonition to Lu 
Chan and Lu Lu was still: "The ministers may launch a coup." (Tbid.) 
Subsequently, the ministers, who had already formed a Liaison with 
the Liu princes, eliminated the Lu's. Yet when they asked regent Liu 
Heng to ascend the throne, the latter trembled in fear, suspecting a 
trap. It indicated the great power of the ministers at the beginning 
of Han. Though Queen Lu feared the group of ministers and never re- 
laxed her vigilance, in the 15 years under her reign, she basically 
followed the method of courting, manipulating and utilizing them and 
did her best not to infringe on their interest. After the death of 
Xiao He, for instance, Cao Can became the prime minister and, after 
the death of the latter, Wang Ling and Chen Ping succeeded him. 

Thus, the history books recorded: "During the time of Xiaohui and 
Queen Lu, the ministers were all meritorious officials." ("Biogra- 
phies of the Scholars"). 


In regard to the Liu princes, besides killing Ruyi, the Prince of 
Zhao, and pardoning Liu Fei, the Prince of Qi, Queen Lu sought an 
alliance by intermarriages between the Liu and Lu clans, in order to 
create a relationship of common interest between them, such as marry- 
ing the daughter of Zhulu to Liu You, the Prince of Zhao; the daugh- 
ter of Lu Chan to Liu Hui, the Prince of Zhao; the daughter of Lu Xu 
to Liu Ze, the Prince of Yingling; the daughter of Lu Lu to Liu 
Zhang, the Prince of Zhuxu, who was the younger brother of Liu Xiang, 
the Prince of Qi; the daughter of Princess of Luyuan to Emperor Hui; 
etc. Subsequently, due to the slander by the daughter of Zhulu, Liu 
You died in jail in Changan and Queen Lu buried him as a common citi- 
zen. Due to the usurpation of power by his wife, Liu Hui poisoned 


his favorite concubine and committed suicide for his guilt, and Queen 
Lu took the title away from his heir. Thus, even during Queen Lu's 
lifetime, her strategy of intermarriage had already declared bank- 
ruptcy. After her death, Liu Zhang and the ministers plotted together 





to eliminate the Lu's, and tilrst killed Lu Chan in Welyang Palace. 
The head of the clan Liu Ze and the ministers enthroned Liu Heng. 
Thereupon, Queen Lu's strategy of intermarriage completely failed. 


The tailure of Queen Lu's strategy was inevitable, because, to build 
up the strength of the Lu group, it was bound to affect the interest 
of the Liu princes and the ministers. When Queen Lu made the Lu's 
into princes, what she took away were the fiefs of the Liu princes; 
when the Lu's usurped power, the ministers had to yield. During 
Queen Lu's reign, the resourceful Chen Ping, who was the prime minis- 
ter, ignored his duties and “indulged in wine and women.... Queen 
Lu, hearing of it, rejoiced in secret." ("Family of Prime Minister 
Chen"). This was the situation of the ministers at the time. By 
making the Lu's into princes, Queen Lu created an unstable element in 
her pursuit of stability, which finally led to the opposition between 
the Lu's and the Liu's. This was where she was unwise. However, in 
China's long teudal society, to build the power of their own rela- 
tives and intimates, the feudal emperors must play the balancing game 
among the various power groups in the ruling class in order to avoid 
being controlled by anyone. It was almost a law, and the product of 
the teudal dictatorship itself, Take the emperors of early Han for 
instance: From the founding emperor Liu Bang to Emperors Wen, Jing 
and Wu, they all followed this pattern. In this respect, we must not 
be too harsh on Queen Lu alone, 


One important reason that Queen Lu was able to maintain a situation 
of stability and unity and realize the policy of "giving the people a 
rest" was because, while building up the Lu group, she paid attention 
to harmonizing the relationship between the Liu princes and the mi- 
nisters. She had no intention to replace the Liu's with the Lu's. 
Several months before her death, she "feared that General Liu would 
start trouble after her death; therefore, she made Liu Ze the Prince 
of Langya in order to mollify him" and "married the daughter of Lu 
Chan to the Prince of Zhao." ("Biography of Queen Mother Lu"). Had 
she wanted to repiace the Liu's with the Lu's, she would not have 
done so. Liu Bang had his ideas on this point. He said that Zhou Bo 
was capable of helping the Liu's and should be made a minister. It 
was already after the death of Xiao He and Cao Can. He also said to 
Queen Lu: "What happens afterward no one knows." ("Biography of the 
Founding Emperor"). In the time of Queen Lu, it was the period when 
order began to emerge from chaos. She wanted the Liu's and the Lu's 
to coexist and rule the country together, and in her lifetime, the 
goal was basically reached. However, the power of the Lu group would 
be destroyed with her death. It was something which could not be 
changed by her personal wishes. If we use the objective practice in 
the development of history as the criterion to assess the historical 
figures, then, was not the time of Queen Lu the time when the Han 








Dynasty began to let the people rest and multiply and to bring peace 
to the Land? 


In the political struggles threading through the 70 years of early 
Han, becauge of the moderation ot the class contradictlons, the main 
contradiction was manifested as the strugele between centralism and 
local separatism, or, the struggles between the tendencies of unity 
and split. Liu Bang's "White Horse Alliance" produced a positive ef- 
fect on maintaining unity. The situation at that time was very clear. 
Only by making his relatives princes would there be relative stabi- 
lity, because the central government of West Han was not powerful 
enough to exercise direct control over the entire country. Early Han 
was the critical period in the development of the political system of 
power concentration in the central government under China's feudal 
dictatorship. Though Han followed the Qin system, Oin's control, 
after unification by its First Emperor, lasted only 10 plus years. 

In early Han, this political system became more defined after the 
accumulation of experiences in practice, and the power concentration 
in the central government gradually became stronger in the course of 
Struggle. Liu Bang followed the strategy of advancing by retreat and 
guiding action according to circumstances, safeguarded unity by means 
of granting fiefs and controlled the country through the Liu princes. 
He was successful in the end. On this point, he was wuch more gkil.- 
ful than the First Emperor of Qin. Naturally, he had the advantage 
Oo! learning the lessons of Qin. However, granting titles to rela- 
tives contained the element of split. The struggle between cen- 
tralism and separatism in early Han reached two high tides: One was 
when Liu Bang eliminated the princes of other clans, and the other 
was the suppression of the revolt of the seven princes during Emperor 
Jing's reign. The latter was a fight within the Liu clan. In Queen 
Lu's time, the contradiction between the Liu princes and the central 
government was not pronounced, and the situation was relatively sta- 
ble. If the "White Horse Alliance" is construed as a policy created 
by Liu Bang, thcu, its implication should be maintaining unity and 
safeguarding the country for the Liu clan, and it definitely did not 
imply that the Liu princes could not be touched. Otherwise, Empe rs 
Wen's and Wu's measures to reduce the power of the princes would be 


in violation of the law of their founding ancestor. Actually, Liu 
Bang himself was not so rigid. Inthe 12th year of nis reign, after 
defeating Ying Bu, Liu Bang made his nephew Liu Bi the Prince of Wu, 
ruling over 3 prefectures and 53 cities. Later on he regretted it. 
But since it was already done, he patted Liu Bi's shoulder and said: 
"All those of the same surname belong to the same family. Do not 
revolt!" ("Biography of Bi, Prince of Wu"). Liu Bi was subsequently 


the ringleader in the revolt of the seven princes, which was exactly 
as anticipated by Liu Bang. Naturally Liu Bang was not a clairvoyant, 
but he foresaw that making princes of those of the same clan would 








only gain a period of relative stability. Eventually, the princes 
became unwieldy. It was the development of a situation which was 
foreseen by a feudal politician of 2,000 years ago. Thus, "eliminat- 
ing the Lu's and settling the Liu's, and safeguarding unity forever" 
was apparently incompatible with the reality of the development of 
history in early Han. Then, how should the historical implication of 
"eliminating the Lu's and settling the Liu's" be evaluated? 


Same as in the Liu Bang pertod, the strength of the Lu clique in the 
Queen Lu period emerged in the politteal arena in subordination to 
the imperial power. What was different was that, after 15 years of 
deliberate building, the clique had developed and grown, and become 
an independent interest group, occupying the power center. Though it 
appeared impressive and influential, as it survived and developed by 
relying on the imperial power and always remained under Queen Lu's 
control, it did not become a strength which could influence the sit- 
uation. At that time, the Liu's had nine princes and the Lu's three, 
and the latter never resided in their fiefs and had no local founda- 
tion. In the central government, the strengths of the ministers' 
group were intertwined and criss-crossing. "The Han ministers were 
all generals from the period of the founding emperor, @xpert in 
military affairs and very cunning and resourceful." ("Record of 
Xiaowen"). Queen Lu consistently hoisted the banner of the Liu 
emperors. Therefore, in case of any unexpected turn of events, the 
outcome between the Lu's and Liu's could be foreseen. The fact that, 
when Zhou Bo went to the North Army and made an appeal, all the sol- 
diers declared loyalty to the Liu family was an illustration of the 
issue. As seen from the political coups of the various dynasties, 
the success of eliminating the Lu's after Queen Lu's death could be 
expected. After the elimination of the Lu's and the enthronement of 
Emperor Wen, the stable and unified situation in early Han was not 
disturbed and the policy of rehabilitation was continued. In this 
sense, the measure of “eliminating the Lu's and settling the Liu's" 
produced a positive effect on the development of history. However, 
the struggle between the Lu's and the Liu's was not a struggle be- 
tween the tendencies of unity and split. 


Information on Lady Qi in the history books is scanty, but from her 
behavior of "crying day and night and wanting her son to replace the 
crown prince" ("Record of Queen Mother Lu"), we can see that she was 
certainly not a simple person. Queen Lu's outrageous act of chopping 
off her limbs, gouging out her eyes, making her deaf and dumb by 
scorching and drugs, imprisoning her in a toilet and calling her a 
"human swine" was truly ruthless. Utilizing power to abuse others 
was a manifestation of the cruelty of the feudal ruling class, and 
such instances were numerous in history. However, when we evaluate 
historical figures, we must not only base our evaluation on such 








personal grievances and evil conduct. After killing Peng Yue, Liu 
Bang's act of "pickling his flesh and distributing it among the 
princes” ("Kiography of Qingbu'') also belonged to this category of 
cruelty wlth a political implication. Queen Lu, after all, was far 
behind the First Emperor of Qin in cruelt: 


The view that Queen Lu was a "power usurping and capitulationist re- 
actionary" in some articles was directed at her policy of appeasement 
by marrying the Han daughters to the Huns. Actually, this policy was 
initiated by Liu Bang. After the Battle of Pingcheng, Liu Bane sent 


Liu Jing to form an agreement with the Huns to marry Han daughters to 
eB , ; 

them. The dispute over the Hun policy in the reign of Emperor Hui 

("Biography of Jibu'"') described the situati neisely ihe passage 


is copied as follows: 


"During the reign of Emperor Hui, Jil served as a general [The let- 
ter from the Hun chieftain was disrespectful to Queen Lu. Enraged, 
Queen Lu summoned the generals to discuss the matter. Commander-in- 
chief Fan Kuai said: ‘I would like to have 190,000 troops to wreak 


havoc of the Huns." Wanting to ingratiate themselves with the queen, 
all the generals expressed approval. Jibu said: 'Fan Kuai should be 
punished by execution! When even our Founding Emperor, in command of 
400,000 troops, was besieged in Pingcheng, how could Fan Kuai fight 
the Huns with 100,000 troops?.... When the wounds are not yet healed, 
Fan Kuai, with his flattery, wants to bring chaos to the country.’ 
Everyone was petrified. The Queen Mother adjourned the meeting, and 
the matter was never brought up again.” 


Fan Kuai led the generals in flattering Queen Lu and was the leader 
in advocating war. Queen Lu was the one who, after her rage, decided 
not to bring up the incident of the Huns again. [t indicated that 
she was relatively clearheaded At that time, the Han Dynasty did 
not have the capacity to fight the Huns. As Jibu stated correctly, 
Fan Kuai, by deceiving and flattering Queen Lu to her face, would 
plunge the country into chaos. intermarriage with the Huns was an 
indispensable condition for bringing stability to the country and 
realizing the policy of "giving the people a rest"’ in early Han. It 
was the correct strategy at that time, favorable to the recovery and 
development of social production It was followed until the begin- 
ning of Emperor Wu's reign. 


In recent years, Queen Lu has been criticized as a conspirator and a 
careerist. Actually, this view has its source in a relatively modern 


concept, mainly referring to the bourgeois conspirators and career- 
ists representing the bourgeois interest infiltrating the proletarian 
ranks after the proletariat gained political power In terms of the 





politicians of the teudal society, conspiracy and ambition, similar 
to the relationship between the ruling and the ruled and the spectal 
privileye system ot the teudal ranks, were their class attributes. 
"The techniques of the emperor" meant the conspiracies and intrigues 
whereby the feudal emperors controlled their subordinates. Both 
Xlang Yu and Liu Bang expressed envy ot the First Emperor of Qin. 
("Record of Xiang Yu" and "Record of the Founding Emperor"). History 
books did not avoid recording such expressions of political ambition, 
because it was the concept of the people in those days. When writing 
about Chen Ping, Sima Qian cited Chen Ping's own words: "TI do much 
conspiring, which is forbidden by the Tao teaching." ("Family of 
Prime Minister Chen"). Sima Qian did not condemn Chen Ping for this. 
The 24 Histories contain the records of many ambitious and conspira- 
torial emperors and generals. Li Shimin, the First Emperor of Tang, 
forced his father to kill his brother; Yang Jian, the Emperor Wen of 
Sui, and Zhao Kuangyin, the First Emperor of Song, seized the country 
from the hands of a widow and an orphan. Such instances were innu- 
merable. The feudal historians did not use them as the main crite- 
rion to evaluate the historical figures. When evaluating the histo- 
rical figures today, if we overlook the objective effect produced by 
them on the development of history, but base our judgment on some 
abstract ethical concepts, can we call it the historical materialist 
attitude? As for whether Queen Lu was a representative figure of the 
splittist strength against the current of history, the objective 
practice of the development of history in early Han is the most con- 
vincing answer. 


Sima Oian's record of Oueen Lu was rather factual, and he basically 

a firmed her. In the "Historical Records," following the "Record of 
the Founding Emperor,"' the "Record of Queen Mother Lu" included Em- 
peror Hui, and no separate ‘Record of Xiaohui'’ was written. It was 
compatible with the practical situation. In the “Book of Han," Ban 
Gu wrote a separate "Record of Emperor Hui" and followed it with the 
"Record of Queen Lu."’ He criticized Queen Lu and praised Liu Ying. 
The comment at the end of the "Record of Emperor Hui" in the "Book of 
Han" stated: '"Xiaohui was good to his family and courteous to the 
prime minister.... He could be considered a benevolent emperor. It 
was regrettable that he encountered Queen Mother Lu's loss of the su- 
preme ethics!" By insinuation and conjecture, the author brought out 
Queen Lu's murder of Liu Ruyi and Lady Qi and censured her from the 
height of feudal ethics. The vituperations of Queen Lu after Ban Gu 
were even less surprising. Just the saying that "a hen in charge of 
dawn..."' is suilicient. Today, can we still use such criteria to 
evaluate the historical figures? I feel that we should suitably af- 
firm Queen Lu, because she produced a definite positive effect on the 
development of history. Naturally, she cannot be compared to Liu 
Bang, the founding emperor, and the able and resourceful Emperor Wu, 








or even the conservative Emperor Wen. But Li we negate her in toto, 
many threads in the political and economic development in early Han 
would be severed. We recognize practice as the only criterion to 
test truth. Then, the practice of historical development should 
serve as the only criterion to examine historical figures. Since 
only faithfulness to facts is faithfulness to truth, then, we must 
apply the scientific method of historical materialism to reveal the 
essence of historical development and render the contents of history 
unto history itself. 


As for literature and art, naturall: we cannot measure them with the 
same standard as the science ot nistory. Writers and artists have 
the perfect freedom to disregard the restraint of historical facts 

in their literary and artistic creations. We must not negate Comrade 
Chen Baichen's [7115 4101 7775] achievement in his historical drama 
"the Song of the Gale" with our historical research on Queen Lu. It 
is the same as the fact that we cannot use "the Song of the Gale" as 
a history text.

SYSTEM OF AWARDING ACADEMIC DEGREES SUGGESTED

[Text] The quality of academic degrees, together with the quantity to be 
awarded, represents the education of a nation and, in particular, an im 
portant landmark for the rate and quality of development in higher educa- 
tion. It reflects not only a country's academic level, but also its educa- 
tional standard. Alongside each historical stage of a country, all its 
development in the realms of politics and economy, science and technology, 
culture and education, as well as the kinds, standards, quantity and sphere 
of authority of the awarding of academic degrees undergo changes, too. 


Using the historical experience of the conferment of academic degrees in 
foreign countries as reference, and our country's actual conditions as a 
point of departure, | would like to suggest some relevint rules to set up 
our system of academic degrees as follows: 


|) Combine together the system of the establishment of awarding academic 
degrees with the system of the improvement of cultivating excellent research 
students, so that all the objectives, levels and criteria for conferring 
academic degrees can be standardized in order to guarantee our country's 
capability in nurturing a greater number of qualified talents. 


2) Academic degrees are to be divided into two classes, doctorate and 
master's which, relatively speaking, conitorms to international practice. 
In deciding upon the kinds of doctorate and master's degrees, besides 
considering the current conditions of our scientific and technological 
development, we should also consider the fact that agriculture is the 
foundation of our national economy and should take into account the 
propriety for establishing concomitant academi legrees by way of en- 


couraging research in agriculture 


}) We must prescribe certain standards for relatively scientific and 


definite academic degrees. In deciding upon the criteria for conferring 
a doctorate, we may place emphasis on the ability and contribution of the 





scholar coneerned with regard to academte theory; in deciding upon a 
master's degree, we may place an emphasis on his practical ability, so that 
he can coordinate his expertise closely with vocational and technical work, 
Ihe criterta tor the levels of academic degrees should embody the coordina- 
tion between the and practice and at the same time convey the principle 
Of emphasis. 


1) The awarding of academic degrees is an academic title for attaining a 
ertain academic level, but not an honorary level, although in itself it 
possesses a certain honorary property in public opinion. Consequently, it 
isn not necessary to make regulations for conferment of a special political 
honor to those who earn an academic degree; nor is it necessary to regulate 
the annulment of academic degrees. As regards posttion and salary, we may 
apply our policy on cadres which combines both ability and virtue and our 
wage policy which is based on the principle of "to each according to his 
work,’ without involving the regulation governing the awarding of academic 


degrees, 


») At present, our country's system to cultivate research students is not 
perfect vet and it lacks the experience in the awarding of academic degrees. 
For the time being, the right to award a doctorate may reside with a 

special body comprising the Chinese Academy of Sciences, Academy of Social 
Sciences and Ministry of Education, while a master's degree with the cor- 
responding special body in various provinces. The right to examine a dis- 
sertation may be handed over to the university and research departments 
designated by the above-mentioned special body, and if the dissertation 
passes the grade, it is presented upward for approval. 


6) An academic degree may be awarded to a person who is in college or who 
is at work, Ihe standards tor the conferment of an academic degree must be 
strictly upheld and there should be no limitation in number. During a 
certain period, we may also adopt the “recommendation system" to be applied 
to those old specialists and scholars who have attained a certain academic 
leve] . 
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burden. They either consume society's accumulation or will transfer the 
burden to the laborers; the former affects reproduction and the latter 
lowers the laboring people's Living standard. In order not to have a 
labor surplus or defictency, we need economists to study various situa- 
tions and make a production plan for the next 10 or 20 years, and further 
to calculate a proper population growth rate for the socialist society. 
This is a very serious science. The planned population growth is realized 
through birth conty |. Birth control enables human reproduction to be 
above blind anarchy and be arranged according to social needs. But 
planned population growth has always been misunderstood as planned popula- 
tion increase. The planned population growth should be equal to the labor 
population needed by society; this number might need to be increased or 
decreased during a certain period. When the need increases, birth control 
is planned population growth; when the need decreases, it is planned 
population decrease. Population growth should always correspond with the 
population needed. 


At present, because our country has not paid attention to the importance 
of population growth for a long period of time, there has been a surplus 
of laborers. Many unemployed laborers have appeared in cities, and many 
factories, mines and organizations have had serious labor problems which 
severely hamper the development of the production forces. Many places 
where mechanization and automation could have been realized cannot do it 
now because they cannot handle the surplus ot laborers. At the same 
time, this has a reverse effect on the laborers' own income. In the 
following years, in order to accelerate the realization of the four 
modernizations, mechanization and automation must be realized on a large 
scale and there unavoidably will be a large number of surplus laborers. 
In this process, capital accumulation for reproduction will be continu- 
ously increasing and many new organizations and industries will be opened. 
New labor will be added. Labor that is saved from old industries can be 
partially transferred to new industries. We can foresee that the total 
labor population needed will not increase but will decrease in the next 


few years. Therefore, our country's population growth should be 
decreased in the next tew years; the birth rate should not be higher 
than the natural death rate; it should be decreased properly. 


in our birth control campaign we must educate the people that child 
birth is not just a personal matter, but also society's matter. It is 
essentially a matter regarding society. The individual only has the 
obligation of human reproduction to the society. I agree completely 
with Ma Yencu's opinion that the state should have the right to interfere 
and control population growth. In the past, when we promoted birth 
control, we emphasized only one side of it. We always propagandized 

its strong points to women, children and family, and did not propa- 
gandize enough its social meaning. Thus, some people still think that 
child birth is a personal matter and the state has no right to interfere. 
They are willing to suffer themselves but do not want to have fewer 


chi ldren. 








At the present stage, education itself is insufficient in promoting birth 
control. Economic and legal means should also be utilized. Economic 
means is to use economic methods to encourage people to practice birth 
control; and to use housing, food rations, child support and employment 
that willl be advantageous to people who practice birth control, 80 as to 
make people really feel that birth control can raise thelr Living 
standard. Legal means is to promulgate birth control laws and make 
birth control a system that must be followed by everybody. People who 
violate birth control laws must be penalized. At present, because our 
country has a population excess, various measures must be taken to slow 
down the growth rate. Besides promoting the slogan of "it is best to 
have only one,'' we must also actively support and encourage those who 
volunteer not to have any children. Old people's welfare must be 
improved and special attention should be given to those old people who 
don't have any children so they will not have to worry about the future. 
Birth control should also be actively promoted among minorities. People 
who are aware of and willing to practice birth control should be 
encouraged. But, of course, in practice, the special characteristics 
of the minority people must be considered. As long as we fully develop 
socialist strength and use the correct theory as guidance, population 
growth is not difficult to control. Pessimism has no basis here.

of their times. Such reasons may lead to different assessments of the 

same works by people coming from different social strata or showing 
different political or ideological inclinations. [HK120856] As a result 
there may be a lack of unanimity on the social effects of certain works 


for a certain time but such a phenomenon is no cause for alarm. Unanimity 
of opinion can certainly be reached gradually through social practice, 
normal discussions and literary and artistic criticisms. The social 
effect f literary and art works are not determined by subjective aspira- 
tions, nor can they be simply judged by a handful of persons. In deter-
